AFM 300 MILE ROADRACE 
CORRECTIONS: AFM scoring 
uncertainties led to our printing that the 
Reg Pridmore team was second in the 
AFM race last weekend. It isn't so. The 
Parriots were still first, but the Bob 
Endicott/M. Rossteuscher BMW was 
second, with the ND sparkplug 
equipped Kawasaki of Fred Walti and 
Bob Crossman third. 


IGNORED: Arthur M. Friedman, riding 
a blazing blue Team Toad sponsored 
Kawasaki 175 Enduro was completely 
ignored by both the announcer and the 
scorers when he took third in the 200 
Production sprint race preceeding the 
300 mile race at the AFM happening. 


While Art was finding a slot on the grid, 
the announcer made a big deal of John 
Weed being an ex-editor of the bogus 
“other” weekly, but did not even 
acknowledge the presence of Art, 
Associate Editor of Cycle Guide, and 
alumnus of Cycle News.

Giacomo Agostini (Yam) picked up his 
first double GP win of the roadrace 
season at Salzburg, Austria. He held off 
MV’s Gianfranco Bonera in the 500 
after Read seized, and won the 350 by 
outlasting the field in a driving rain. 


GREEN STICKIES — Speedway bikes 
will be exempted from having to wear 
the California off-highway registration 
sticker, but owners will have to buy a 
permit to transport them for the same 
fee. The permit does not allow 
operation of the vehicles on public land, 
but the owner is free to switch frames, 
engines, etc. At $15 every two years, 
the permit is still cheaper than property 
tax. 


Motorsports Associates of Los Angeles, 
Harold Murrell and Pace Management of 
Houston, Texas have formed a joint 
venture called Motopro Enterprises to 
promote motorcycle races all over the 
country.

OOPS! Attached to the list of 
motocrosses qualifying American riders 
for the InterAMA and TransAMA races 
is the firm enjoinder that only these 
events will be used for rider grading and 
only top-graded riders will be allowed to 
enter the AMA’s two international 
series. Right off hand, we can think of 
at least two American riders who won't 
qualify: Brad Lackey and Jim Pomeroy: 
They had to give the qualifiers a miss to 
compete in a thing called the World 
Championship. So far, Brad has finished 
one qualifier in about fifth place and’ 
Jim, none. Where's the loophole clause? 


While puzzling over the effects of the 
new AMA professional racing rules, wé 
are also struck by the fact that at any 
international motocross (That means 
InterAMA or TransAMA), the top 20 
starting positions at the gate will be 
determined by current national points 
standings. Does that mean that Roger, 
Heikki, Adolf, and the gang have to wait 
to go to the gate until after... uh, who 
is 20th in national motocross points, 
anyway? 





Scottish Six Days 
Trial 


EDINBURGH, SCOTLAND, MAY 6-11 
Mick Andrews, aboard a recently 
introduced Yamaha monoshock 
trials bike, emerged victorious in 
the torturous Scottish Six Days 
Trial. Andrews, who took command of 
the lead at the end of the third day of 
competition, finished 10 marks ahead of 
Bultaco works rider Malcolm Rathmell. 
Sweden’s Thore Evertsson (Ossa) placed 
third for the best finish ever by a 
foreign rider. In fourth and fifth 
positions were the Bultaco riding 
Lampkin Brothers, Martin and Alan. 

American entries were led by Joe 
Gugliemelli (Yam) in 45th position, Bob 
Hopkins (Yam) in 47th and Curt 
Mayfield, also aboard a Yamaha, in 
52nd place. 

The SSDT, conducted mainly in wet 
weather, played host to an entry of 228 
starters with 170 riders completing the 
full six days of riding. ° 


AMA Pro race 
rules change 


The first semi-annual meeting of 
the AMA Professional Rules Com- 
mittee was held in Westerville, 
Qhio on May 7 and 8, with 14 
voting delegates present. 

Rules and rule changes passed 
by this first meeting of the com- 
mittee are subject to review when 
the committee re-convenes in October, 
with the rules to actually be 
implemented January 1, 1975. 

Major rule changes passed by the 
committee include the following: 

— Machine count requirement for all 
types of approved equipment was set at 
25. 


— All professional competition is to 
be muffled to 92 decibels measured on 
the A scale at fifty feet as of January 1, 
1976. 

— Rule stating that Novices were to 
receive 10% of the purse and Juniors 
20% of the purse up to $1200 was 
changed to raise the limit to $2000. 

— Rule requiring that a rider 
complete the meet with the machine he 
qualified was changed to require that 
the rider complete the event (i.e. heat, 
semi, final, etc.) on the machine on 
Which he started that event. Thus the 
rider may use more than one machine 
during the course of the meet. 

—At any National Championship or 
international motocross meet, starting 
positions of the top 20 riders will be 
determined by current National point 
standings. Remaining positions will be 
determined by lottery system. 

— Novice motocross number plates 
will be black with white numbers. °

WINSTON-SALEM, N.C. 

In a joint statement issued May 
17, Ralph Seagraves, Manager of 
Special Events for R.J. Reynolds 
Tobacco Company and Ed Young- 
blood, General Manager of the 
AMA announced plans for the 
$15,000 Camel Pro Series. 

A Camel Filters point fund of 
$15,000 will be offered for the top 10 
finishers in the Series, which consists of 
three mid-summer events on the AMA 
Grand National Championship trail. 

Races selected from the 23-event 
Grand National circuit include- the 
Kawasaki Superbike International at 
Laguna Seca Raceway near Monterey, 
CA, July 28; the Santa Fe Speedway 
Short Track National near Chicago, IL, 
August 9, and the Half-Mile National 
Championship at Vigo County 
Fairgrounds, Terre Haute, IN, August 
11. 

Thus, the Camel Pro Series features 
different elements of Grand National 
Championship racing, including an 
international road race, a night short

Kenny 


Roberts gassed it hard 


coming out of the ultimate corner 
and whizzed past Garry Scott in 
the last inches of their 25-mile 


struggle to win the first mile-track 
National Championship of the 
year. Gene Romero was a fast- 
closing third, bracketing the num- 
ber 64 Harley-Davidson XR of Scott’s in 
a 1-3 Yamaha sandwich,

the climax, keeping the 9,000 audience 
guessing as to the final outcome. 
Thirteen men broke the year-ọld track 
record of 39.46 seconds in the 
qualifying laps. Nearly a hundred AMA 
dirt track- Experts entered the 
winnowing process that would 
determine who’s best. Would it be Mert 
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Lawwill, the fastest qualifier? Jim Rice, 
who seemed very confident of some 
new tuning secrets breathed into his 
Harley by Tom Sifton? Defending 
champion Gene Romero, shed of his 
winter fat and hot from Friday’s Ascot 
victory? Scott, of course, and of course 
Kenny... 

The preliminary races were not dull. 
Mert motored away with the first one 
while Jim Odom picked off such 
fast-moving targets as Gene Romero and 
Bob Sanders on his way to a thrilling 
dice for second with Roger Crump. 
Brothers Hank and Garry Scott bunched 
up with Kenny Roberts in a second heat 
that brought fans to their feet, until 
Roberts settled that one. Then Rex 
Beauchamp overtook Frank Gillespie to 
lead the third heat and fend, off the 
attack of Texan James Rawls, who’d 
moved up through the pack after a bad 
start. Rice’s motor went ‘sick in this

race, Scott Brelsford showed the way to 
Chuck Palmgren in the last heat. 

The semi-finals were spectacular also. 
With only the first two going to the 
national lineup, Rookie Bob Sanders 
took daring chances to get in front of 
Albuquerque’s Mike Collins in -their 
semi. Rob Morrison overtook the 
leaders and Terry Dorsch followed him 
through the traffic to win transfers in 
their race. 

As the warm afternoon sun and cool 
breezes played over the softly rolling 
California hills, the 20 fastest and best 
motorcycle artists lined up on the black 
dirt stage. The green flag snapped and 
Garry Scott and Scott Brelsford, two 
Harleys, shot out from the rest. Roberts 
crowded past into second place and 
chased Garry for five miles before he 
could overtake him. 

Meanwhile Gene Romero, gathering 
momentum from fifth place, picked off 








his predecessors and concentrated on 
keeping the two leaders within striking 
distance. After Roberts, Scott and 
Romero there was a vast gap, followed 
by a mob of thundering motorcycles led 
by Rex Beauchamp. ‘ 

As the miles sped by, front 
numberplates went black from the spray 
of tire dust, except numbers one and 
64, side by side and nose to tail, 
changing the lead every few laps. At 23 
miles the pair were dead even in front of 
the grandstands, 

Then Garry pulled-a few more beans 
out of the Harley and started to build 
up a lead past the white flag signifying 
the last lap. Romero was inching up, 
little by little. 

Then a gasp and a roar from the 
onlookers and Kenny has it. Where did 
he get the power? The National 
Champion is mobbed by his happy fans. 

Four riders dropped out of the final. 
Rawls was the last to go; after catching 
his foot in a hole it snapped back and 
pinched one exhaust pipe shut. 

Roberts won $2,290 for his ride, 
Scott $1,430. and Romero $1,145. At 
the official inspection later, all three 
engines measured 743cc. 

Trophy Final 

The so-called “Trophy Final,” sort of 
a consolation race for National 
qualifiers, had been another thriller as 
alternate Tom Horton came from way 
behind to take the win from long 
distance leader Tom White. The victory 
netted Horton $285. 

Junior Final 

Stars of tomorrow showed their stuff 
in the first outing on the long track. 
Mainly Bruce Hanlon, Tom Berry and 
Alex Jorgensen. Hanlon, smooth and 
aggressive, moved up steadily to take 
the lead away from Jorgensen, but 
Berry was having none of this 
follow-the-leader jazz. “If you aren’t 
passing,” says Professor Gary Bailey, 


“you aren’t racing.” These three were 
surely racing. The passes and repasses 
had the grandstands thinking they were 
watching Experts in ‘action, instead of 
mid-ranked riders racing the mile for the 
first time. e

Horton came back to win the Semi 
over Gary Scott with big Eddie Wirth 
turning in some extra-fancy late lap 
riding to move from sixth to third, and 
the last transfer spot.

CMC week

Three weeks ago, Jim West was 
just another rider in the CMC who 
happened to have won more than 
his share of overall victories. Then, 
he caught fire. 

On May 5th at Saddleback 
Park, he won both the 250 and 
500 Pro classes and has won seven 
events this month, including three out 
of four tries this week. His 35 wins 
during a six-season career still remains 
10th on the CMC record list, but just 
ahead are John DeSoto (39), Bruce 
McDougal (40) and Jeff Wright (41). 

West cracked open both the 250 and 
500 class at Irwindale Friday night via 
clean sweeps. In the 500, he had Luke 


. Messer’s Maico to contend with for the 


first two rounds, but then won easily 
when his main foe barely held on to the 
runnerup spot. In the 250, his smaller 
Husky was obviously weaker compared 
to the rest of the crowd, but three other 
crashes in the first moto gave him the 
incentive to win the final two rounds. 

Don Bongiorno (Hon) and Larry 
McCarty (Bul) - third and ninth overall 
respectively — appeared to have the first 
race in hand when they slammed 
together and collapsed on the track. Val 
Tamietti (Hon) took over, only to slide 
out a lap later. West had moved from 
sixth to fourth and inherited the 
victory. Tamietti didn’t give up, but 
wound up second overall. 

West then decided eight motos in 
48-hours in his favor by taking both 
rounds of Sunday’s 500cc Pro class. He 
lost out in the 250s on the 
under-powered smaller machine against 
26 other heavy-duty Pros. That ranking 
was won, only after a tough hassle, by 
Jon Derhammer (Yam). A missed shift 
and a spill made the difference. 

Tommy Croft, on the Franks-framed 
Suzuki, cooked the class in the first 
round with Derhammer heading off Ray 
Topham (Mai) at the checkered. Then, 
for 11 laps of the final round, Topham 
— on his own hot streak since March — 
led, only to miss a shift just prior to 
taking the last lap flag and Derhammer 
shot by to win. 

Croft, on slick Saddleback turf, 
couldn’t find traction. While chasing in 
third, he slid out on the final lap and 
finished sixth; third overall. 

When Marty Smith (Hon) signed up 
Sunday for the 125cc Pros, all bets were 
on him and he didn’t fail, winning both 
motos by large margins. Billy Urban, 
back on the day tracks again with a new 
machine after four months forced layoff 
due to thievery, came through second. 

Friday night’s 125 victor was Tim 
Lunde (Hon), tied overall with Dave 
Eropkin (Hon) on points. Tim’s final 
moto win, his only one of the night, 
made the difference. 

On paper, Ascot motocrosses appear 
like parades, but in reality they are 
stuffed with great dices, 
come-from-behind rides, and bitter 
breaks, 

Mark Tyer, Chuck Bower and Tim 
Lunde took their Hondas to the first 
three spots overall,then duplicated that 
by dittoing in each moto of the 125s. 
Ray Lopez (Bul), out of retirement, 
topped the small 250cc Pro turnout 
running with the 500s, which was 
topped by Luke Messer (Mai) with a 
clean sweep. 

Highlight of that combined battle 
came in the final moto with a five rider 
scramble led much of the way by desert 
ace Cordis Brooks until his Bultaco quit. 
Jeff Jennings, on a beautiful-sounding 
four-stroke Honda, captured second. 

The expected clash between Duarte 
and Arcadia Highs in the Friday night 
high school MX was just that... until 
the final round when Arcadia, the 
favorites, rolled up a 42-24 victory, 
advancing them into the Semi-finals to 
face Mark Keppel H.S. winner of last 
week’s round by default. The winner 
could make the Superbowl June 22. 
This Friday night, the other Semi-final 
clash pits, Azusa against Alhambra.

Ohio mudbath

HAMERSVILLE, OHIO, MAY 19 
Motocross: The test of a man and 
his machine on a demanding track. 
The only word left out of the 
definition is “‘race,” because in no 
way did racing apply to the 
250cc/500cc AMA Nationa Moto- 
cross at Gran Am Raceway. A 
rain-soaked weekend turned the 
track into an impassable mire for the 
$7,500 Moto-East sponsored Yamaha 
Gold Cup Championship. 

The track itself was a good one. 
Almost a mile and a half long through a 
hilly, wooded area over natural terrain. 
A heavy rainstorm early Saturday morn- 
ing left it slick, but use by the Yamaha 
Motocross Team for a riding school 
during the day had left it in perfect 
condition for practice by race morning. 
Sections of the course alternated from 
super loamy to super slick, and often it 
was impossible for a rider to judge 
which was which until he dialed on the 
throttle. 

AMA referee Chuck McCall, a fast 
motocrosser himself, divided the riders 
im the 250 class for two qualifying 
motos, The top twelve riders from each 
transferred along with eight from the 
Consolation moto. All forty-four Open 
class rider made the Main program. 

Just as the first 250 qualifier headed 
for the starting gate, the sky let loose 
with the biggest gully washer this side of 
Noah’s Ark. It lasted two hours. When 


the, sun did poke out, bikes could be’ 


found bogged down, drowned out, and 
stuck up to their tanks everywhere 
along the course. One back section of 
the course was nearly impassable 
without the aid of spectators who 


jumped the fences to help mud-drowned 


riders. It proved to be the favorite 
vantage point for the small crowd that 
braved the weather. 

Finishing proved to be not a matter 
of being fastest rider, but who had the 
thinking and experience to pick a line 
that wouldn’t stick or drown out his 
bike. Often, getting through a deeply 
rutted section required a full throttle 
attack. on a transverse line. The 
mechanical preparation of the bike was 
also important, and those two factors: 
intelligent riding and bike preparation, 
combined with a little luck, gave Jimmy 
Weinert (Kaw) the Open class win and 
Pierre Karsmakers the 250 victory. 

Husky’s Jack Lehto spoke to the 
spectators during intermission, saying 
that the mud would be the great 
equalizier that would give lesser known 
riders the opportunity to do as well as 
the factory boys. He was right as many: 
of the independent riders found they 
were lucky to be their own mechanics 
when it came to preparing for the mud. 


250 National 

Gary Jones put the Can-Am into the 
lead of the first 250 moto, but Pierre 
Karsmakers was right behind and 
seemed content to follow Gary, staying 
just far enough behind to avoid the mud 
the Can-Am was slinging up. After a few 
laps, it was obvious that. Pierre was 
hanging behind Gary to watch his lines 
and, perhaps, waiting for the other 
National Champ to get stuck. After 
three laps of the cat and mouse game, 
Pierre slid the Yamaha round Gary to 
take the lead, now content in knowing 
the safe way around the course. 

Pierre and Gary were actually the 
only riders anyone could keep track of. 
By mid-race, the remainder of the field 
was stuck somewhere or many laps 
down from the leaders. The only rider 
who wasn’t was Marty Tripes. Marty 
crashed his Husky in the first turn after 
the start, getting away almost a lap 
behind, but once running he went wide 
open. At the 20 minute mark, he had 
made up the lost lap, passing Jones for 
second, and then Pierre to take over the 
lead. Just as he did though, the bike 
threw it’s chain, breaking the brake rod. 


Disappointed, Marty sloshed his way 
back to the pits. It was the second 
National in a row that he had shown he 
could have won if the bike had held up. 
Pierre took the moto win, followed by 
Gary, and then Rich Thorwaldson. 

The leader varried during the first 
three laps of the final moto as everyone 
took turns getting stuck. Pierre led the 
first. Tony Wynn had his Noguchi 
Yamaha in the lead momentarily, and 
then Thorwaldson was out front. Gary 
Jones was in second at one point, but 
then the Can-Am drowned out and the 
throttle gritted up. Don Jones worked 
feverishly to fix it, but couldn’t. 


Just finishing both motos meant a 
rider would place in the top twenty. By 
the fourth lap, Pierre was unstuck and 
back in first position, with Honda of 
Piqua’s John Franklin (Pen) in second. 
Blasting back up through the pack again 
was Marty Tripes after another bad 
start. Blasting was hardly the right word 
as the-mud was really bad and the tactic 
to get rhough a mudhole was for a rider 
to slide up to it, stop and wait for 
directions from the people standing 
there, then back up for a running charge 
at it. It helped to make sure there were 
enough people there to pull you out, 
because the odds were you would get 
stuck, 

When John Franklin did get stuck 
momentarily on the last lap, Marty took 
over second to finish behind Pierre, with 
John third, and Bob Thompson (Oss), 
fourth. 

With so much mud, the scorers had a 
difficult time. Protests kept the official 
scores from being posted until eleven 
P.M. Marty lost a lap somewhere at the 
start of the second moto, perhaps 
because he was stuck too long in a 
mudhole or had numbers impossible to 
read. Still, being dropped one lap in the 
final moto moved Marty only from 
second postion to fourth behind Bob 
Thompson, an indication of the survival 
rate. 


Open National 

Tony DiStefano, current points 
leader in the Open class for the National 
Championship, was able to breathe a 
sigh of relief back in the pits when the 
race was over. He didn’t finish well in 
the two muddy motos — continually 
falling down or getting stuck. But Mike 
Hartwig, his main rival for the 
Championship, had an even worse day. 

Mike was leading the first moto by 
half a lap when his 390 Yamaha began 
to foul, finally quitting. Jim Weinert, 
cruising through the water on the 
factory Kawasaki in second, inherited 
the lead mid-way through the moto and 
held it to the finish. John Untiedt of 
Virginia, on a Maico was second. Not 
many people have heard of John even 
though he’s raced a lot of AMA 
Motocross Nationals. Finishing around 
the top twenty, John used his head 
today, surviving the muddy track to 
finish fourth in the second moto, and 
second Overall. Husky’s Gary Semics 
finished the first moto in third place, 
and independent Tony DiStefano was 
fourth on his home-built CZ. 

Jammin’ Jimmy led the second moto 
from. start to finish, The 450 Kawaskai 
never missed a lick, and neither did he. 
Mike Hartwig came walking back to the 
pits when his Yamaha quit again on the 
first. lap, mumbling something about 
“...someday, you'll own a Yamaha.” 
And Tony DiStefano’s points lead grew. 

With Weinert in command for the 
lead, all eyes were on the race for 
second place. Two Husky riders, 
independent John Ayers of Oregon, and 
factory rider Terry Clark had quite a 
race going the second half of the moto. 
Both of them riding conventional CR 
400’s, they traded second place a 
number of times in the final few laps, 
after power slithering around the faster 
turns side by side. Clark held the 
advantage at the finish. John Untiedt, 
running second at one point during the 
moto, ended up fourth to cinch the 
Overall No. 2 spot. e

Saltzman grabs DRA Silver Cup

Bill Saltzman, riding a 400 Husky, 
won the Silver Cup by placing first 
in an event of the same name held 
by the Desert Racing Association. 


Fifty riders were eligible to 
compete, based on points earned 
this year. It was an open race with 
no classifications for rider ability 
or engine size. Trophies were awarded 
to the top ten riders, Period. 

In order to make things a little more 
equal for the smaller machines, the 
BRA laid out a very tight course. The 
loop was so twisty that some riders said 
they had trouble following it, even 
though they all said it was well marked. 

Thirty-nine riders waited anxiously 


at the start line with feet poised over 
kickstarters and hands poised over 
clutch levers. The banner dropped and 
the valley was filled with a roar. George 
Harvey, on a 6-speed 400 Husky had the 
lead at the bomb. Not too much later, 
he flattened the rear tire when he hit a 
rock. Saltzman gained the lead at the 
halfway mark of the first loop. 

Coming through the pits at the end 
of the first 14-mile loop, Saltzman had a 
20 second lead over Phil Sumbo (Yam), 
who in turn was about 20 seconds ahead 
of Howard McCasland (Hus).

The action shifted to a nine-mile 
loop that was to be run four times. It 
was soon apparent that no one was 
going to catch the flying Saltzman, so 
attention was centered on whether or 
not Stumbo would stay ahead of 
McCasland. 


As they passed the pits for the third 
time, McCasland was staring right at the 
bright yellow fender of the Yammie. 
Taking advantage of the displacement 
difference, McCasland powered past 
Stumbo on an uphill sandwash. 

Saltzman took first by a huge margin 
over second-place McCasland. Stumbo 
took third, followed by Ed Rodine on a 
250 CZ. Harvey limped in with a flat 
tire and ninth place. 

For his efforts, Saltzman recieved a 
huge trophy worth about $500, 
according to DRA President Ron Burpo. 
If Saltzman wants to keep the trophy 
on a permanent basis (and we assume 
he does), then he will have to come 
back and win the next two Silver Cup 
races (there are four per year).

The Red Arrow 
Enduro

LONG BARN, CAL,, MAY 19 


The Sonora Pass M.C. put on an 
enduro which was rated from 
good to great by the District 36 
riders participating. The course 
started out with a kidney jogling 
rocky section up a steep 
mountainside, then continued to 
climb 5000 ft-plus elevations into 
cold low-hanging clouds which shrouded 
the mountain tops. 

They crossed meadows where the 
spring melt left muddy puddles in the 
low spots. When a rider got his feet wet 
going through them he soon began tò 
feel the effects of the 45 to 50 degree 
temperature of the day. 

On the tighter trails where trees 
squeezed close, big frosty clumps of 
snow fell on them as they struggled to 
keep front wheels straight and power to 
the ground. Now and again the chill 
wind would drive damp, swirling snow 
into the riders’ faces adding to the chill 
factor . 

Hands and feet ached with the. wet 
and cold and the final check at the end 
of the 100 mile enduro seemed more 
and more unattainable. The numerous 
stretches of gravel road made the run a 
fast one, but at 24 MPH it also feels 
colder so the roads were a mixed 
benefit. The few water crossings didn’t 
rate distinction as being deep so much 
as being another place where semi-warm 
feet were againsloshed in icy water. 

Nevertheless, most riders made it in 
under their own power to finish and a 
warm pair of socks and Levis. 

One of the “A” riders summed it up: 
“It wasn’t necessarily super challenging 
but the 24 MPH speeds, a little snow, 
and a lot of roads made it fun.” 

The run may have been fun, but the 
long wait for the gas trucks to return 
with the rider’s empy containers kind of 
put a damper on an otherwise very fine 
enduro. Many riders waited as long as 
five hours before they could get their 
containers and valuable gas. It is a rather 
petty complaint-in these days of 
shortages with 5 gallon containers hard 
to find, and an open gas station on 
Sunday evening harder to find — then 
every little bit helps. 

Aside from the “Great Red Arrow 
Gas Can Conspiracy,” the enduro was 
fine.

Criticism 

If cycling had a Bible, its New 
Testament might be the book on 
the current best-seller list, “Zen 
and the Art of Motorcycle Main- 
tenance — an inquiry into Values” 
by Robert Pirsig. It is a novel by 
every definition: a 40-year techni- 
cal writer takes a trip on a Honda 
with his son who, at 11, is thought to be 
showing signs of mental illness. 

The father author isn’t very sure of 
his own sanity, having been discharged 
from a hospital not so long ago after 25 
brain shocks to snap him out of a 
transcendental trance induced by 
postulating past the conventional 
margins of reasoning. 

But he is certain that a vacation by 
motorcycle, alone together, is what they 
both need to chase the blues away, and 
here begins the book. “You see things 
vacationing on a motorcycle in a way 
that is completely different from any 
other. Ina car... everything you see is 
just more TV. You're a passive observer 
and it is all moving by you boringly in a 
frame. 

“On a cycle the frame is gone. 
You're completely in contact with it all. 
You're in the scene... and the sense of 
presence is overwhelming.” 

Not overwhelming enough to prevent 
solo meditation, obviously, for the 
writer mulls some heavy thoughts on 
the way to the Coast. For example, 
“Motorcycle Maintenance” divides people 
into the Technicals and Romantics. This 
book will tell you how to fix your 

- cycle, what to take along on the trip. 
Moreover, says the book, “The real 
cycle you are working on is a cycle 
called yourself.” 

Moreover still, with help from his 
friends like Plato and Aristotle, Pirsig 
rethinks the pattern of western, 
technological reason into a logic that 
merges, like the links of a chain, with 
the sprockets of spiritual, transcendent 
philosophy. The subtitle of the book is 
“An inquiry into values” and it does not 
lie. 

“Zen and the Art” is the book I 
would liked to have written, It has 
gotten rave reviews; “New Yorker” puts 
it alongside Moby Dick, which my college 
professors all swore was the number one 
novel of all time. “Zen and the Art” 
could be a great movie. How the father 
and son finally make contact on the 
shore of the ocean is a moving scene. 


Read “Zen and the art of motorcycle 
Maintenance,” by Robert Pirsig and in 
412 pages it will deliver 25 shocks (in a 
nice way) to your brain. 

Evel Knievel, a Romantic by 
anyone’s definition, reveals a powerful 
philosophy in Penthouse for May, 1974. 
Evel jokes about death as only he can 
who has spit in its face regularly. Evel 
is our hero, not just us motorcycle 
enthusiasts, but everybody’s. He’s 
Hopalong Cassidy, Superman, Joe Louis 
and Wonder Wart-Hog all rolled up in a 
leather jump suit with French cuffs and 
diamonds like searchlights on busted 
hands. 


This coming September 8, of course, 
Evel means to climb in a rocketship 
built-by some Technical friends of his, 
and shoot himself across the biggest 
abyss in northem U.S.A. There is no 
guarantee he will make it. But Evel 
guarantees he will try it. The evening of 
September 8 in Twin Falls, Idaho will 
witness either the biggest wake or the 
biggest party the world has ever seen. 


There is a well-written insight into 
what it’s like to be Kenny Roberts in 
the May 6 editorial of Sports Illustrated. 
It is the issue with a picture on the front 
page of two hockey players performing 
an obscene act.

The Cowbell Enduro 


Deep water, landslides, 
swamps, and blessed snow...

SODA CREEK STA., CAL., MAY 11 


It was a long time coming, but the 
Hayward Motorcycle Club finally 


brought off the 


D-36 Cowbell 


Enduro. The event was originally 


set for November 10 of last year, 
but heavy snow postponed the 
event twice. 

It was a worthwhile ride for the 
450 bikers who made it up to the rugged 
Coastal Range mountains around Lake 
Pillsbury. The first few miles led along 
very smooth access roads and then 
slowly turned into very difficult woods 
paths which were run up and along 
fairly steep ridges. At one point the 
arrows ran up a hill, doubled back and 
ran back downhill parallel to the course 
going up so close that the riders going 
up passed within arms length of the 
riders on their way down. This kind of 
layout caused some confusion and lost 
minutes to quite a few people. As the 
course went on the riders were to find a 
few more instances of inadequate or 
confusing markings. From this point to 
the first check the trail followed along a 
mountain side contour. The trail was 
broken every few miles by slip-outs 
(land slides) which were very difficult to 
traverse. The slip-outs were like “V” 
shaped holes from six to ten feet deep, 
often with a small rivulet at the bottom. 
One had to crawl cautiously down in 
first gear and then at the bottom gas it 
at just the right moment to get up the 
other side. 

After the first check the course ran 
through small meadows which were 
boggy from the snow melt run off and 
peppered with rocks; then the course 
would shoot up a ridgeside where large 
patches of snow made traction difficult, 
especially if one had to slow to go over 
or under the many logs that straddled 
the trail. About the time a rider became 
weary of the woods he would hit a 
stretch of fire road and be able to take a 
break. 

Just before the second check and gas 
point the course zig-zagged back and 
fourth across a stream which was nearly 
cylinder head deep in some places. It 
was almost a relief to splash through 
after riding in gales of dust on the roads. 
After the .mandato: 


about the same pattern as the first hal‘ 
— contour trails and ridge climbs 
relieved by fairly good roads. 

About sixty five miles out the road 
led along the Eel River down a very 
scenic canyon. For a few miles it was 
like touring rather than riding an 
enduro; one just flew along in the 
sunshine taking in the sights and 
calculating the distance to the next 
check when “Whoa!!”’ the road bed just 
disappears into the canyon below. 
You’re hitting the brakes, the 
compression release and downshifting 
frantically in a desperate effort to avoid 
hurtling into a void. When you stop you 
see that the road surface has dropped 
ten feet or so for a length of forty feet. 
It’s a king of super slip-out. There is

no way around. Now you know why 
all those riders were going back down 
the course. You edge down into the 
depression and travel across the level 
stretch of sunken road to the point 
where you must climb out to reach the 
normal road bed. It’s straight up and it’s 
at least ten feet high. You try to ride up 
only to fall back down. Finally getting 
the front wheel up onto the lip of the 
road after many tries you leave the bike 
hanging there like some kind of trophy 
nailed to a wall, crawl up and then, 
grabbing the-wheel and pulling, drag the 
bike up. 

From this point on the course was 
relatively smooth and easy. Nothing 
could match that slip-out; not even the 
pucker bushes, or the water crossing, or 
the swampy area on the edge of Lake 
Pillsbury which came next. 

At last it was over. Your mileage 
meter reads 79.7 miles total and the guy 
who takes your card apologizes because 
they had hoped to make the course one 
hundred miles long but the snow on top 
of the mountains was too deep. You 
nod tiredly and thank the gods for the 
nice, deep snow which even in May has 
made the Hayward Motorcycle Club’s 
layout crew shorten the course a little. 
They did it all in 80 miles. . .results will 
come soon, o

Frozen oil slicks and 
Buicks on the 
High Sierra Enduro

OAKHURST, CAL., MAY 19 

The Pathfinders Motorcycle Club 
was the official sponsor of the 
First High Sierra Family Enduro 
held here in pine logging country 
3,500 feet above sea level 50 miles 
northeast of Fresno. But the run 
was really put on by (and for the 
benefit of) young members of the 
Dry Creek 4-H Club. 

Loggers both made the enduro 
possible and also sabotaged it. One 
logger and sawmill owner, Milt Allen, 
(who also owns Allen’s Cycle Park, 
where the enduro started), helped with 
the course scouting and routing, cleared 
the paperwork with the Forest Service, 
provided camping areas, and handled 
the post-run anti-erosion work. Other 
loggers (identities unknown) felled trees 
across what enduro organizers called 
“the best trails” planned for use. With 
giant trees blocking the route one day 
before the event, frantic re-routing took 
place, with sections bcing altogether 
deleted. Recalculations and re-routing 
frenzies resulted in the small, 
inexperienced, but enthusiastic 4-H 
crew forgetting to place one critical 
course arrow. With that arrow missing, 
riders on the second loop passed a 
course juncture and re-entered the 
course in a logical looking place, just in 
time to be 10 minutes early to the first 
check of that loop, They threw the 
‘check out, but if you believed your own 


timekeeping instead of the obviously 
wrong check, you were 10 minutes early 
to the next one. So much for timekeeping! 

Some super-rutted, silty downhills 
and uphills added to the first loop 
course made up the second loop,.along 
with a steep, grassy, downhill (read 
“slick”) start, some rain, and a few 
assorted American gas hogs on roads 
used in the course. 

Roads made up much of the 
enduro, ranging from dusty dirt to plain 
dirt with big ruts to plain asphalt to a 
combination of still-wet oil and gravel 
smeared over hard packed soil. When 
the second loop rain came down, it was 
possible to spin the rear tire of a DKW 
125 in fourth gear onan oily straight — 
slippery it was. 

Neat narrow trails winding between 
trees, along the edges of ravines and 
cliffs, through streams (and in one 
stream bed in one place) were really 
scenic. A thick bed of pine needles 
covered most of the slopes below the 
trails, so if one overcooked a corner 
(which some did), the landing was a 
little bit cushioned. 

Along those neat little trails, though, 
were some unusual hazards. Since the 
trails wound through areas of selective 
logging, bulldozers had been there in the 
past. They left ridges of dirt up to four 
feet high, the width of a dozer blade, 
now hard packed and plant covered, at 
intervals along the trail. They were 
semi-sloped on the up side, straight 
down on the down side, and the worse 
ones were marked by downward turned 
arrows. 

Another kind of hazard was seen 
when the course followed a downhill 
stream for a while. It was just strong 
enough to take away the dirt and leave 
the rocks, not enough flow to not be 
muddy, but enough to be slicker than 
snot. Later on the trail was a dry bed, 
no water, no mud, no dirt, just rocks 
trying to go the same direction as the 
motorcycles, namely down, 

There were plenty of what would 
have been killer uphills in the dry 
desert, but the traction was superb and 
the hills climbable. Some were heavily 
rutted to complicate things. 
Overhanging bushes and trees tried to 
brush you off into ruts big enough to 
swallow you alive as you fought to get ` 


by. 

The hill right after the second loop 
start was the worst. With a good run and 
a clear shot it was not too bad, in spite 
of ruts and silt. But the incline was 
covered with riders pushing up the 
10-feet-at-widest face, riders looping it, 
riders falling off and rolling down 
backwards, riders getting sideways, and 
riders just plain out of control with a 
too-heavy throttle hand. Stop on the 
face and it was push time. 

Riding in on the roads from the 
second loop, two new hazards were 
found, One was a Buick filling up the 
only line between two horrendous ruts 
after a blind corner. (We missed. Whew.) 
The second was a berserker coming 
down the course the other way at an 
insane speed, losing it and sliding into a 
ditch after a near-miss with riders on the 
course, 

It was a neat ride, It was not a highly 
organized enduro run by a highly 
organized promoter. The Dry Creek 4-H 
Club and the Pathfinders had their 
problems, but tried hard. The scenery 
was neat, some parts of the course 
divine, some boring. Next year they 
plan to hold another one, and they'll 
have a chance to put together a 
dynamite enduro. I can hardly wait. e@

Gruntin’ through Granny Three

The Pomona Valley Desert Riders 
don’t have any luck. ‘Last year the 
Granny II was hit by rain, hail, 
and snow, causing cancellation. 


This year they decided to hold the 
enduro in May and got December 
type weather for their efforts. It 
was cold and the wind made 
things miserable. Key time was moved 
to 7:01 due to the 1200 entries 
received. Since we were on minute 
number. five we were dressed like 
Eskimos trying to stay warm. 

The first loop was billed as an easy 
family loop. There was a lot of sand, 
one rocky downhill, a couple of mildly 
challenging uphills, and a few rocky 
sections to keep the family rider busy. 
The only complaint I had was with the 
inconsistent mileages from point to 
point. At the three mile check my 
speedometer read 2.9 miles so this 
meant I had to dial in .1 every three 
miles and I would match their mileage, 
right? Not hardly. Our mileages varied 
from .1 to .3 every check and every 
speed change on the first loop. At first I 
thought it was just me but I checked 
around and everyone was having the 
same problem, It made time keeping 
erratic. The worse check was the last 
one before the end of the loop, .3 miles. 
The finish of the first loop according to 
the riders instructions was an unknown 
check which meant you couldn’t be 
up to 15 minutes early as usual. In fact 
PVDR borrowed an idea from the Lame 
Puppy Enduro and made the finish a tie 
breaker, catching the sloppy time 
keepers off guard. To avoid the usual 
bottleneck you received a slip of paper 
with your time and seconds on it and 
rode about 10 yards further and had 
your score card marked. The one 
loopers turned in their cards and 
received their pins and the two loopers 
took a short break before tackling the 
harder second loop. 

After gassing up, lubing the chain and 
getting a bite to eat we took out on the 
loop paralleling the freeway for a few 
miles before making a left turn up a soft 
rocky uphill. Over the hill, up some 
ridges through some rocks, down a 
rocky hill, and rats, 10 seconds late to 
the check. 

The mileages were on so that was a 
relief. The rest of the loop was fun and 
at times challenging. The MPH averages 
were pretty good; we didn’t have much 
time to loaf. There were enough checks 
to keep you scratching to stay on time 
at all times and most seemed pretty 
accurate. Right at the end of the loop 
was the biggest challenge of the loop, a 
long steep uphill which was both rocky 

> and soft. The finish was just over the 
(hill on the other side. 5 
. ı Here -was- the- only -inaccuracy of-the 





second loop, as the finish was one mile 
short of the scheduled mileage. 

I went back to the hill to take some 
pictures and it was turning into a big 
bottleneck. Not one rider in 10 made it 
over without pushing. The biggest 
problem was other people getting in 
your way. At one time I counted about 
25 riders blocking the trail. There were 
some bizzare riding styles. The 
charge-up-the-hill at 50 MPH type (who 
usually unloaded when he hit the first 
rock), the trials-type-rider who got up 
on the pegs and picked his way up, the 
low-gear-ten-thousand-RPM-slip-the- 
clutch-with-trials-tires, and every other 
style you could imagine. One poor soul 
who was totally exhausted collapsed 
over his bike trying to regain some 
energy for another try. He glanced over 
at a bike passing him and almost came 
totally unglued. The rider calmly 
picking his way up the hill had a buddy 
up on the back and just motored right 
up, to the amazement of riders stuck on 
the grade. Then some dude on a little 
Honda Trail 70 really blew their minds 
as he rode up the hill pushing just once. 
Some egos were deflated. 

Quite a few riders went around the 
hill and PVDR was talking about 
throwing out the finish check. To me 
this would be unfair to the riders who 
did go up the hill. PVDR had the finish 
set up right at the base of the downhill 
and enduro rules state you must come 
into a check from the proper direction, 
i.e., down the hill. Everyone else should 
have had their cards marked for penalty 
or disqualification, 

It was a good course even though the 
first loop mileages were off. The 
finishing pins were absolutely first rate. 
International Racing Radio Crew was on 
hand providing communications and 
emergency first aid and some money 
was raised for M.O.R.E. by donations 
and PVDR kicked in the extra dollar 
paid by the post sign up. e 


Some riders even took soil samples 
to determine exactly what this 
terrain was all about — first hand.

“What ever happened to the 
High Mountain Enduro?”

The Cal Poly Penguins’ 


24th An- 


nual Hi Mountain Enduro hap- 
pened this weekend, but it was a 
drastically reduced scale and, of 


course, almost three months later 
than usual. 

The U.S. Forest Service, which 
controls the land which the Pen- 
guins have used for the past quarter 
century, closed all the land in the Los 
Padres National Forest within San Luis 
Obsipo County to motorcycles with the 
exception of one 18-mile long 
“Designated two-wheel Vehicle Trail.” 
Back. to this closure problem in a 
moment, but first: the enduro. 

With only 18 miles of trail, and 
considerable uncertainty about being 
able to hold the run at all, the Penguins 
were afraid to advertise it very far in 
advance. They generally draw riders 
from as far away as Oregon, San 
Francisco and San Diego and they felt it 
would be unfair to have these riders 
come so far expecting a “normal” Hi 
Mountain enduro when in fact it was 
going to be very short, and could even 
be cancelled. 

On top of this, they had another 
problem: Local riders complained that 
they never got a chance to ride their 
own run, so this year the Penguins 
decided that the local riders would be 
given preference and told about the 
enduro first. 

The result was typical of such 
situations: After all the complaining, 
many of the local riders didn’t bother to 
ride this weekend or, they went 
somewhere else. So the Penguins wound 
up with an almost totally local bunch 
and only 50 entries. 

The 18 miles of trail was used well. 
By splitting it into segments and using 
most of it twice, the Penguins managed 
to construct a 71-mile enduro that was 
actually both fun and challenging. The 
different segments of the trail were 
linked with fireroad, and pavement, 


some of which was almost more 
challenging than the trail as it was 
covered with loose sand and badly 
pot-holed. The deeply rutted trail, the 
only trail in the area that’s open this 
year, went up and down some steep 
hills. 


Early in the year these hills are wet, 
but they are dry now and ruts are baked 
in, hard as concrete, and covered with a 
loose surface of sand. Going up didn’t 
present too much problem but going 
down was a sometimes fearful 
experience, as brakes only served to 


aggravate whatever dangerous condition 
you happened to be in. 

Using severally different schedule 
speeds; 18, 20, 24, 30 and 33 MPH, plus 
the three-miles-between-checks- 
in-short-runs. rule, the Penguins 
ensured that no one zeroed 
the course in spite of its relatively easy 
nature. The first check was at about 3.3 
miles. Since that section was trail 
scheduled at 24 MPH, many riders failed 
to zero the first check. If they then 
stopped to fool with their watches and 
speedos, they got even farther behind 
by the next check, which was only 3.3 
miles farther on. And the third check 
was only three miles from the second, 
less than 10 miles from the start! 

The riders who thought they had it 
all figured out — just get it on —then 
found they had it figured wrong as they 
blasted into the next check early. 

The last check was the most cunning 
of all. As the riders were returning to 
camp for the second time, at the end of

the run, on a road they had used before, 
they were suddenly flagged into a 
ravine, In the ravine was a check, 
exactly three miles from the finish! 
They even caught now-graduated past 
president of the Cal Poly Penguins, Paul 
Beck on that one. 

With everything going against them, 
the Penguins deserved one good break 
and they got it: the weather. Normally 
in this season, that area is hotter than 
hell, but this weekend it was beautifully 
cool and pleasant. Even more unusual, 
the vegetation area has not started to 
dry out and turn that mid-summer 
lifeless gray. It was still green with 
flowers remaining. The wild grasses were 
not yet straw-colored. 

Up high on the mountain the wind 
carried the smell of the ocean which 
contrasted sharply with the alfalfa smell 
of the farms along the asphalt stretches 
lower down. Just as Easter-Sunday 
perfect kind of day for riding, even 
though it is supposed to be summer, If 
you stayed home, eat your heart out, 
‘cause there ain’t many such’ perfect 
days to ride. 

The forest was closed in order to give 
the Forest Service a chance to study the 
area and the impact of motor vehicles 
on it. The Closure is of one year’s 
duration, starting August 6 of last year, 
so it is now about over — maybe. The 
Forest Service is going to present the 
results of their study, along with an 
OHV management plan, in a public 
hearing June 19th. The Cal-Poly 
Penguins are hopeful that much of the 
forest will then be re-opened. 

Club President, Tim Ashenfelter, says 
that he believes the Forest Service is 
doing a necessary job and acting in good 
faith in spite of adverse effects on the 
club and its acitivities. 

It remains now to wait for the June 
19th presentation and see. Advance 
copies of the plan are to be available 
about two weeks before the hearing. 

After asking a couple of unfriendly 
questions of the local Forest Ranger, I 
was told he “wasn’t sure there would be 
enough copies” for me to have one, but 
the Penguins have promised that I will 
get a copy, ‘so pertinent details of the 
plan will appear in Cycle News in time 
for any interested readers to write 
responses or present responses at the 
June 19th meeting. 

First Overall in the enduro was Steve 
Hicks, President of The Central Coast 
Trail Rider’s Association, a 
newly-formed group of 350 riders 
whose primary prupose is to secure 
more trails and riding areas in the San 
Luis-Santa Maria area, If you like to ride 
there, Steve would like you to join, 
There’s magic in numbers-and they can 
use your membership fee to good 
advantage. Steve credits his win today 
to his fine Miller’s-serviced Bultaco SD 
Matador. (There, Steve, will that do 
it?—Ron.) 

The Team Trophy was won by the 
Falstaff Racing Team. I am told that 
Falstaff refers to the beer, not the 
well-known Shakespearean character. 
All the trophies this year were won by 
local riders (since they were virtually all 
who entered) and there was an almost 
1890's picnic atmosphere at the awards 
presentation with everyone cheering or 
goodnaturedly booing in the case of Cal 
Poly’s past president Paul Beck who 
took a third in class). 

The Penguins were apologetic about 
this year’s run and said that they hoped 
next year’s Hi- Mountain would be 
“back to normal.” They needn’t have 
apologized. All that can be asked of any 
person or club is that they do the best 
they can under the existing 
circumstances and, it seems to me, that 
they more than did that. 

It takes a lot of integrity to 
cheerfully put on a superbly-executed 
run under such miserable conditions, 
with more people working on the event 
than riding it, when you have gone out 
of your way to cater to a group which 
responds by going to another event. I 
hope next year riders — and the forest — 
are “‘back to normal,” °

that it was awfully 


time of year. 


there were fires at most camps. 
Riders who should have been 
doing last minute maintenance 
were standing in front of them 
warming their hands. 

Ben Bower wandered by the truck 
and remarked that he thought he would 
wear some heavy gloves for this ride. I 
instantly decided that I too would wear 
heavy gloves today. It turned out to be 
a smart idea. Ski mitts and electric 
underwear would have been an even 
better idea, 

The course took off into the woods 
almost immediately. Before we had 
gone more than a few miles, we hit the 
first obstacles; a fairly good stream 
crossing and a treacherous rocky uphill 
climb. One felt sorry for riders who 
were wiped out that early in the run, 
but at the same time, happy that they 
weren’t going to be around to 
bottleneck the trail later! 

The morning section of trail was a 
real mixture. There was some fire road 
that was very dry, dusty and difficult to 
handle in traffic. Mistakes tended to 
hurt. Linking the fireroad sections were 
tight trails through the woods, with 
narrowly spaced trees and lots of down 
wood. Marv LeBlanc, a Southern 
California desert rider, called it “a 
tunnel of green.” : 

The club members had cleared the 
trail, sort of. Some of the sturdier 
growth was whacked off at whatever 
level was convenient with a machete and 
detours were marked around really 
impassable logs. They cut a notch in one 
log about 18 inches wide. 

Unfortunately, the notch was only 
about one foot deep and the log about 
three feet in diameter. If you tried to 
ride through the notch, you stood a 
pretty fair chance of breaking one or 
both feet. If you tried to horse your 
bike over, it took the next three miles 
to get your wind back. It was pretty 
difficult riding. 

Off the trail and on the fireroads, it 
wasn’t much better. Fast schedule 
speeds, rocks, and constantly changing 
conditions of light and shade filtered 
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through dust made keeping schedule 
difficult. 

Deep in the woods, on the edge of a 
swamp, my bike which had been 
running rich all morning, ran completely 
out of gas. Misery. After a wait of 20 
minutes or so, along comes a fellow 
with a gallon plastic container of raw 
gas (no oil). He gave me half of it. 

A few minutes later another fellow 
stops and I ask if has any oil. 

“Yep, Ron,- same as last year,” he 
says. And it’s true. The very same fellow 
had given me some gas (with oil) at the 
same run a year ago. He left ahead of 
me. I got about 12 miles farther with 
my borrowed gas and oil before again 
running out. Along comes the same 
fellow. He runs out of gas himself fifty 
yards ahead. He’s got about a quart of 
gas in a plastic container and he splits it 
with me. It is enough. for both of us to 
make it to the gas stop. Thanks, Bob. 

After the gas stop, there was an 
uncomplicated 35 miles at, 24 MPH 
including some old railbeds of the 
logging trains. Great riding: almost trials 
riding sometimes, in and out of the 
trees, over the abandoned rail ties, 
through washouts and then back for 
more fireroad. If the section was long 
enough, your fingers almost thawed out. 

The best, though was saved. for last. 
After the second gas stop, with almost 
20 miles to go, we were directed down 
an impossibly steep slope into a logging 
flume. 

I remembered that “entrance” with a 
bit of leftover terror from last year 
when I stood at the bottom taking 
pictures of people crashing and burning 
their way down, This year it was my 
turn. But something must have changed 
because it didn’t seem that hard, riding 
down it, At the bottom, happy at 
arriving in one piece, I look for the trail 
up the flume that I remembered from 
last year. It wasn’t there! Instead there 
was a muddy channel of water, depth 
unknown, about eight feet wide 
stretching as far as | could see. It looked 
possible to ride along the top and there 
were two little girls standing there 
watching the show. 


“Which way?” I asked. “In the 
water,” they said. Would two innocent 
little girls sadistically direct me into six 
feet of water? Yes, I decided, they 
might very well. But I could see that up 
top it was going to one terrible fight to 
get through with downed logs, stumps 
and brush. “Have faith in little girls,” I 
said to myself, and plunged in. 

It was deep. You just can’t imagine 
the sensation of joy when, after 100 
miles of hard, cold riding, one suddenly 
feels a torrent of ice cold water flowing 
down his ankles and out to his toes. We 
followed the flume, mostly in water up 
to two feet deep for about three miles. 
Then down a rocky downhill, (with no 
brakes, of course) through a trick brush 
patch, across a deep stream and finally, 
out. 

I thought about how hard it would 
be to get a bike out of that last section, 
and how far I was from home with cold 
hands and cold, wet feet. In spots like 
that, one either learns to love or hate a 
motorcycle depending on whether or

not it keeps running. There were a few 
riders learning to hate in that flume. 
CERA almost always puts on a good 
run, but I think. this was one of their 
best. It was tough enough so that no 
one zeroed the event and less than half of 
the entrants finished, but with 299 
finishers, it wasn’t too tough — quite. 


\Just about right. There was nothing 


unridable in it, no really bad bottlenecks 
(In fact, none that I saw but some guys 
said there were some) and the time and 
distance measurements were good. The 
marking could have been a little better. 
Turns were consistently marked a bit 
too close for the speeds scheduled, 
resulting in overshooting one turn after 
another. But that was just about the 
only complaint that I heard. 

The Jim Jenkins-Jim Sparkes combo 
was back in the game for this event, 
taking first Overall (Jenkins), first in the 
125 class, and first in the 250 class. 
Both of them ride Pentons. Sparkes’ 
victory “was particularly impressive in 
view of the fact that he broke his foot 
at the Shamrocks’ run only one month 
ago, 

Ben Bower won the Open class, but 
he left before I found out whether it 


- was his Husky or the heavy gloves that 


were responsible. Seems there was 
another enduro on Sunday down 
Sonora way and most of the better 
riders split almost immediately to make 
Sunday’s run. 

Tim Glidden, brother of Cliff 
Glidden who is one of the CERA’s 
organizers, won his class today for his 
first major win. Tim, a “B” rider, said 
when he finished that it really felt good 
finishing more or less on time — right in

Whither Utah 
Cross-country?

JERICHO, UTAH, MAY 5 

A dry spring, an old potholed 
course, and a zealous number of 
loops made the Firebirds spring 
hare scrambles the toughest in 
their history. All by itself, the race 
poses the question of what is 
going to become of cross-country 


in Utah. 


The course was the same one the 
Birds used last fall, reportedly at the 
insistence of the BLM. The usual spring 
moisture was not there, and every 
landing spot was a series of potholes. 
But the real character of the course lies 
in the fact that there is nowhere to rest: 
the roads are either rocky downhill 
turns or “charge through the dust if you 
dare.” The balance of the course will 
shake your kidney belt off, even though 
it included some swooping trails 
through the junipers, the most fun type 
of riding there is. Trouble is, it’s hard to 
have fun when you're trying to save the 
bod for a race that is about 25% too 
long. 

Amateurs and Experts went four 
laps. Estimates of the distance varied 
around a mean of about 28 miles, but it 
is fact that the winner was taking over 
an hour a lap. That’s over four hours of 
pounding in the saddle if you are one of 
the best, and five or six if you’re not. 


Bursting out of the pea soup dust of 
the start were Ken Archibald and 
Preston Gerber, who set up a fight for 
the lead. Archibald led until he injured a 
foot and dropped out. Gerber rode 
along until he began lapping riders on 
his 350 Bultaco, and the Overall contest 
was decided, 

Dave Blaylock was in his 
almost-usual position of a distant but 
consistent second Overall, on a 250 Bul. 
Then they rolled in pretty quickly: 
Cotton Guio, Cal Crosby and Laddie 
King, all on Open class bikes. Then 
came John Harrelson on a 200 Bul, and 
you’d have to say it was a good day for 
Bultaco. 

The 125 Expert class went to Brad 
Wilson on a Suzuki, and Bill Terry was 
first of the few 100s. Top Amateur was

The start was dusty but 
fair, the checkers were enthusiastic and 
offered water, and the results came 
quickly. The club plans a hare and 
hound in the fall, and several members 
said pressure from the BLM will push 
them out of the favored Jericho country 
to the west. Hope they make that one a 
fun one, because the Birds are a 
mainstay of Utah cross-country. e

Russian smashes to world championship lead 


as Pomeroy fades along with his suspension

SZCZECIN, POLAND, MAY 12 
Flying 26-year old Russian, 
Gunnady Moisseiev, on the fac- 
tory KTM, pulled out a 15 point 
lead in this year’s 250 Motocross 
World Championship on Sunday, 
winning both races of the Polish 
Grand Prix at Szczecin. 

On a hard, tight typically East 
European course, Moisseiev walked 
away with maximum points but the 
man who dominated the GP with his 
frantic speed never even finished. 

Early points leader 23 year-old Czech 
Jaroslav Falta, was put out of both 
motos when his CZ engine seized on the 
low grade Polish gas. In the second race, 
he had pulled out an 11 second lead 
after only four laps when trouble struck 
his factory CZ. 

Reigning World Champion, Swede 
Hakan Andersson (Yam) has now 
virtually lost all chance of retaining his 
title. With back and leg injuries suffered 
in practice in Czechoslovakia the 
previous week, he completed only three 
laps of racing before retiring in severe 
pain. 

The bad luck which has dogged the 
plucky Swede throughout his motocross 
career — and changed miraculously only 
last year to make him an easy World 
Champion — has now, it seems, returned 
with vengeance. Andersson fought his 
way into Grand Prix racing on 
Husqvarna, but when he was almost 
within reach of a title, he broke his left 
leg badly in several places. Over the last 
three years he has been fighting back 
against that crippling injury, seemingly 
doomed to be the eternal runner-up. 
Then last. year, mounted on the 
virtually invincible Yamaha monoshock, 
came the winning streak. 

But this year, it’s been a different 
story. The European factories have 
fought back, and the Yamaha has 
definitely been struggling to keep up on 
the hard, rutted European circuits. 

Riding in Poland has only aggravated 
his wrist, back and leg injuries, and with 
an impossible number of already lost 
points to Mosseiev and Falta, Hakan’s 
season looks bleak. So, too, does Jim 
Pomeroy’s. After a half-reasonable ride 
in Spain, fastest practice times and 
leading both motos in Italy, Jim has 
been held back with big handling 
problems on the Bultaco over the more 
tortuous tracks of East Europe: With 
the bumpy tracks turning the damping 
fluid in his rear KONIs to water, and 
the Bul front end neither steering nor 
damping the way he wants, Jim is 
struggling; still unimpressed with the 
factory’s experiments with Marzocchi 
forks. He was way out of the running in 
Poland. 

In fact, after the East Europeans, 
next most impressive man of the day 


was tigerish Belgian Gaston Rahier. 
Though rated the third man of the 
Suzuki team the flamboyant little 


jockey threw his Suzie into second place 
in both races — getting good starts and 
staying up there. 

Suzuki Teammate Sylvain Geboers, 
minus his appendix, which he left in 
Dusseldorf, Germany last week, made an 
incredible recovery to finish fifth in the 
first moto, But he was out of luck in the 
second, colliding with fellow 
countryman and multiple World 
Champion Joel Robert. 

Joel was last away in the first heat, 
but fought his way through the field to 
seventh. Then, the crash in the second 
race put both him and Geboers out. 

Other teammates crashed in the 
second race. Harry Everts, the promising 
Belgian 21 year-old and German Herbert 
Schmitz smashed each other. That 
finished Puch’s hopes, after the two 
factory riders had a fourth and eighth in 
the first race. 

Bultaco rider Vic Allan, had a good 
fourth in the second heat but he lost 
out in the first, when a ‘sharp stone, 


thrown up’from somebody’s back wheel

Another old Grand Prix campaigner, 
Swede Olle Pettersson, took time off 
from his job as Kawasaki development 
rider to come home eighth in that race 
— ignoring the unreliability that put the 
Kawasaki factory’s more spectacular 
number one rider, Torlief Hansen, out 
of both motos. 

Strong West German rider, Hans 
Maisch, the son of the Maico boss, kept 
his dad happy with a consistent sixth 
and a fifth. 2

With the hope of spending another 
warm, sunny weekend in the beau- 
tiful desert, hundreds of desert 
freaks looking forward to sun and 


racing only found this half 
true. The racing was there, but the 
sun wasn’t. The wind never 
stopped blowing, cutting through 
anything you had on. 

This didn’t stop the die hard desert 
racers from lining up at nine o’clock 
sharp. With big shots from BLM present 
to witness the start of a desert race from 
their three Greyhound buses, the banner 
dropped — much to the surprise of 
several of the riders lined up on the 
right who couldn’t see the banner truck 
because of blowing dust. 

Mitch Mayes (Hus) had a weekend 
off from motocross, so decided to spend 
it in the desert where his riding fame 
started.

Kevin and his CMC of Costa Mesa 
sponsored 400 CZ out powered and out 
rode the Huskies of Balentine and 
Bakken. Balentine finished fourth 
Overall behind Hasten, while Bakken, 
having some problems, had to settle for 
fifth Overall.

High School Motocross 


By John Ulrich 


Slightly over a year ago high 
school motocross did not exist. It 
started with a slippery course out- 
lined by old tires on a football 


practice field. It warmed up at a 
Catholic boy’s school with more 
berms added and a couple of 
jumps built on tarps laid over a 
cinder track. 

It really started to roll when two 
schools diced it out on some empty 
land. It got slicked up with two schools 
competing against 
professional raceway, with bleachers, 
rooter buses and cheerleaders. It 
stumbled a bit over organizational 
problems as seven high schools (an 
entire school district) met with 120 
racers and 2000 onlookers. 

It exploded from there, with 
football-type leagues and a’ 16-school, 
16-week eliminator series staged by a 
professional promoter — and a college 
scholarship for the grand prize. 

In Southern California, high school 
motocross has arrived. 

It didn’t come easy. Besides having 
to deal with a number of tough 
procedural problems, one thing every 
successful high school motocross 
organizer has had to face is work by the 
truckloads. Mike Thatcher, 16, was the 
mastermind behind a school district 
sanctioned three school race that 
Yamaha International almost sponsored 
as a public relations move. The race was 
postponed at the last minute by a 
liability-fearful school board until their 
lawyers could thoroughly investigate. 
Frustrating delays are common in high 
school motocross. 

“Tt was lots of work,” Thatcher says. 
“Twice as much as I thought it would

be. It kept getting harder and harder 
and more and more involved.” 

Then there are the specific details to 
be resolved. When college student Rex 
Reese started to put together a 
four-school race for some high school 
buddies, the first question facing him 
was liability. 

“The schools wanted to be sure they 
wouldn’t be sued dry if anything went 
wrong,” he says. “As long as I could get 
the insurance, they would support it.” 

Reese found the policy he needed, 
but dug up two new problems in the 
process. The $1 million liability and 
$3,000 per participant medical policy 
would cost $300. To get the policy for 
that price, the race would have to be 
held at a regular motocross facility. 
Finding a track owner willing to hold 
the event in return for 100% of gate 
receipts and one dollar from each rider 
wasn’t too hard, but he still had to 
finance the insurance policy. 

While he had run into the same 
problem as Reese did, Mike Thatcher 
didn’t have to worry about cost, since 
Yamaha was picking up the tab for 
renting a track facility and insuring the 
show. But Reese still had to raise 
money. - 





each other at a ` 
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He went to work selling sponsorships 
to local motorcyċle dealers. In return 
for a donation, each sponsor -would 
receive an advertisement in the race 
program (whose preparation and 
printing added another expense to the 
growing list). He limited dealer 
contributions to $50. 

‘*This' is high school, not 
blood-and-guts pro racing. We didn’t 
want anyone trying to take over the 
whole show just because they gave a lot 
of money. We didn’t want to run it like 
a big football thing, but instead kind of 
down loose. Grass roots,” Reese said. 

Successful money-raising techniques 
used by student race organizers include 
car washes, candy sales, $5 entry fees, 
and gate fees for spectators, The 
method everyone wanted (but few got) 
was for one big sponsor to pick up all 
the expenses. 

Even when it looked like Yamaha 
would finance Thatcher’s race on a 
one-time basis, he still planned to charge 
a small race entry fee to build up a fund 
for races planned the next year. 

But no matter where the money 
comes from, there are plenty of obvious 
and not-so-obvious things to spend it on 
when putting together a high school 
motocross. Student promoters should 
think about paying for things like phone 
bills run up during the organizational 
stages, track surface preparation and 
marking fees, scoring booth rentals, 
ambulance rental (have a first aid crew 
at the race, just in case), prizes and/or 
trophies, flags, programs, banners and 
advertising. 

Non-financial matters need attention, 
too. What about entry restriction? Some 
schools allowed graduates to come back 
and clean up. Others limited entry to 
current students and faculty members. 
Still others limited entry to current 
students only. 

“The stars of the show should be 
students,” Mike Thatcher feels. “I don’t 
think past graduates should enter.” 

Then there are the little things that 
have to be decided in advance. Who will 
make actual decisions before and during 
the race? The first seven school race put 
on by the Garden Grove City School 
District and the Garden Grove Division 
of Recreation started to disintegrate 
into mass confusion before it was even 
half over. As track owner Vic Wilson 
observed: “It was a case of simply too 
many generals. If one person who knew 
what he was doing was in command and 
making all the decisions, this would not 
have happened.” 

Where the race will be held is usually 
decided by economic considerations, 
like which track will give the students a 
price break. But at times the decisions 
have been influenced ‘by geographic 
distance and available facilities. Will 
there be grandstands for spectators who 
would rather not stand along the track 
perimeter? What about sanitation 
facilities? How many mothers will come 
out to watch Sonny race if they have to 
put up with porta-potties? 

Then there is the consideration of 
race scheduling. If the track does not 
have any lights, the problem is made 





easier the racing will be during 
daylight hours, allowing enough 
daylight to finish the program. 

The race could be held on a 


weekend, but then some of the more 
serious racers committed to other events 
may not show up. If a rider is in 
contention for a top position in a 
regular sanctioned motocross series, he 
may not be willing to lose points by

How will the spectators (and racers) 
get to the track? Will they have to find 
their own rides, or will the school 
provide a rooter bus? How much will a 
ticket cost? How will the bikes be 
transported? 

Will the public be invited? If so, how 
will they know about the race? Will 
there be posters plastered all over town? 


Maybe a local radio station will 
broadcast announcements of the race as 
a public service (Reese got 


announcements on local stations free.). 

How will crowd control be handled? 
Who will insure that the security 
preparations do not get out of hand, 
creating a bad atmosphere? No one can 
answer that kind of question for the 
would-be student promoter; he has to 
answer it for himself. 

If you want a high school motocross 
that works, be sure to provide rider 
identification, numbers, and scoring. 
How will different schools’ riders be 
identified by the spectators? What most 
schools have done is not worry about it, 
but that's not the best way. Small, 
almost invisible pieces of colored tape 
were stuck on the helmets of racers in 
the seven school event, a different color 
for each school. It would have been a 
good idea if the tapes had been larger. 


Thatcher planned that each school’s 
riders would wear a different color 
jersey. Other schools have used the 
colored jumpers athletic departments 
keep around for girls’ gym classes. Since 
girls do not usually wear reversible gym 
shirts like those worn by boys at many 
schools, girls athletic departments may 
stock different colored jumpers (which 
look something like vests) for teams of 
girls to wear playing softball. They work 
just fine for motocross, too. 

Each rider must have a number, and 
no two riders in any class should have 
the same number, Many,times students 
who have never raced enter school races, 
and often their bikes do not have 
number plates. A paper plate will work 
well when stuck on with tape, with the 
number drawn on it with a big felt-tip 
marker. All numbers should be big 
enough to be easily seen while the bikes 
are moving. Some schools have let 
students run with their regular racing 
numbers already on their bikes if they 
are already into MX competition. 

To avoid race day confusion, all 
riders’ names and numbers and brands 
should be listed before the race and 
copies made available to working 
newspaper reporters, the announcer, the 
starter, scorers, etc. 

There are several different types of 
motocross scoring systems floating 
around, Whatevér type is decided upon, 
everyone must understand “it 
completely. The scoring system should 
be second nature to the scorers. At the 
first few interscholastic races, the girls 
who volunteered to score didn’t know a 
moto from a piston, and the scoring was 
hopelessly botched until several racers 
finally took it over. Programs and rider 
literature should make the scoring 
system painfully explicit, leaving no 
doubt in anyone’s mind how it works. 
The announcer should also explain it 
over the PA system, if you have a PA 
system. 

All riders must know what order the 
motos are in, and which races they are 
in. This should be decided several days 
in advance, with lists of who is running 
in what race posted at the track. Racés 
should be announced by name and 
number. For example: “Race Number 
Three, the 250 Expert class.” 

Categorizing . and announcing the 
races brings up the question of classes. 
Some schools ran classes by bike size 
only, and a few riders in each class 
smoked everybody. Others limited bike 
sizes and classed people ~by both 
experience and bike size. Others ran 
racers by bike size, with no maximum 
displacement, and ability classes. 

Other planning that must be handled 
includes length of practice and the riders’ 
meeting. 

Spectators should not be forgotten. 
What will ‘be the limits on where they 
can and cannot go to watch the motos? 
Who will enforce those limits? What 
time will the pits and the stands be 
open? Spectators will be a lot happier 
knowing all the rules before they 
accidentally break one. 

Safety is important. What are the

requirements for bikes that may be run? 
On some courses, schools, have allowed 
anything roughly classified as a ‘‘dirt 
bike” to race. Others have limited 
entries only to true motocross 
machines. All have required protective 
equipment (helmets, boots, gloves, long 
sleeved jerseys or jackets and goggles) 
and mufflers or silencers to avoid ear 
damage. 

Flagmen are the main safety factor in 
the high school race. As in any race, a 
few crashes can be expected. So far, 
none in a high school motocross have 
ever been serious. Even so, a minor 
slide-out can turn into a*painful pile-up 
if three or four bikes come off a blind 
jump onto a fallen racer. Alert and 
effective yellow-flag wavers at corners 
and other blind spots can make all the 
difference. In case of a crash, a yellow 
warning flag should be immediately 
displayed up the track to let racers 
know there is a crash ahead. How many 
flagmen, how long they will work, and 
what flags they will wave are all things 
that must be dealt with. f 

Then there are the prizes and/or 
trophies. Which will it be? Thatcher and 
Reese "both decided to go with 
merchandise prizes for class winners and 
placers. Other high schools have 
awarded plaques on the theory that a 
plaque or trophy won’t wear out. 

“I’ve got to scrimp for every penny I 
need for racing. If I can get a chance to 
win some boots, it really helps, Plaques 
may last forever, but you can use 
accessories now.” The words are Mike 
Thatcher’s, but they win an 
overwhelming nod of approval from 
‘dozens of racers surveyed. * 

Press relations are important, 
especially when future events are 
planned, No one wants to read, whether 
in a hometown newspaper or a 
motorcycle publication, that a race was 
a disaster. Only good organization and 
hard work can prevent unfavorable 
coverage. If a reporter is thrown out of 
the infield while trying to take photos 
of your event, he’s not going to be 
overly friendly. It’s a good thing to 
arrange press credentials for everyone 
who needs them before the race, answer 
any questions they may have, but

otherwise just leave them alone to do 
their jobs. 

If someone has answers to all (or at 
least most) of the questions outlined 
above, they’ve got a good chance of 
being able to put on a successful high 
school motocross. According to Mike 
Thatcher, “When you go to the 
principal, you’ve got to have your act 
together.” 

You’ve also got to be prepared for 
the unexpected. When Mike first 
approached his school’s principal with 
the idea, the first thing the principal 
said was, “with the energy crisis, do you 
think it would be a good idea?” 

“I told him each bike would only use 
about one gallon of gas,” recalls Mike, 
“and then I kind of got him off the 
subject because I didn’t know what I 
was going to say.”

The payoff after you’ve done it all? 
Talk to your spectators, the ones who 
have never been to a motocross before. 

“Wow, I saw pictures of motocross 
before, but I never thought knowing the 
racers would make such a difference.” 

“It was great. It sure beats football.” 

“Far out! I was really impressed.” 

What does the future hold for high 
school motocross? Continental 
Motorsports Club President Stu Peters, 
who put together the 16-school 
motocross series, thinks it will end up 
with school leagues run by the school 
system, just as football leagues are run 
now. 

Mike Thatcher doesn’t have any 
doubt in his mind at all. “I think high 
school motocross is the greatest thing 
since rear shocks. I can’t wait until it’s 
CIF (California Interscholastic 
Federation) and we have lettermen’s 
jackets covered with finisher pins. 
Instead of footballs we'll have little 
patches showing guys crossed up.”

Whaley/Schreiber duel at Blustery Bear

BIG BEAR, CAL., MAY 18-19 


Southern California’s two wunder- 
kinder, Bernie Schreiber (Bul) and 


Marland Whaley 


(Mon), continued 


their duel for the ATA Expert 


points lead in a two day trial that 
may be re-christened the ‘Polar 
Bear Run” after this year’s event. 
Cold, blustery wind greeted the 
trialers Saturday, and it never let up 
throughout the meet. It snowed Sunday 
morning in Big Bear City, partially 
closing Highway 18, but passed by the 
trials area. 

The riders bundled up as we've 
seldom seen them in Southern 
California. Cold and stiffness figured in 
many a high score both days. Onè or 
two riders, after coming down off the 
high ridge between Traps Three and 
Four on Sunday, were too ragged out 
by cold to ride Four (which was tight 
and nasty Sunday), taking a mandatory 
five in that section. 

Marland Whaley started off slow 
Saturday, with eight points the first 
loop. Bernie Schreiber came in with 
five. He had taken that five trying to 
put together a near-clean in Trap Three, 
which was a treacherous rockpile atop a 
wind-swept ridge about 6,000 feet 
above sea level. The section required 
deliberately banking the front wheel off 
three different boulders in sequence to 
make the necessary turns and keep the 
bash plate lofted over jagged edges. 
Bernie wiped out a stake attempting an 
unorthodox line through the trap. 

Marland came back on the second 
loop with a three; Bernie retaliated with 


a one. Then Marland cleaned the entire 
third loop to finish the day with 
8-3-0-for eleven points. 

Bernie, going into the third loop with 
six points total for the day, dabbed a 
couple times, then picked up a five in 
Trap 14, to finish up with 13 points. 
Mike Griffiths (Mon) and Jeff Koskie 
(Suz) also came m with 13’s, and Martin 
Belair’s 16 left five of ATA’s top 
Experts in a tight group at the halfway 
point. 

Richard and Anthony DiLabio 
finished Saturday leading the Amateur 
class at 13 points each, and Novice D. 
Pagel had eight points over his nearest 
rival, Vince Vawter. 

More riders are showing up on 
production Suzuki RLs, including 
Gustav Hermellin, who picked his up 
the night before the trial. Gustav, an 
exchange student from Sweden, entered 
ATA competition this year as an 
Amateur and quickly vaulted to Expert 
status. He had been an Expert rider in 


Sweden. Gustav is a forceful and often 
aggressive rider. He crashed hard in 
Section Four Sunday, slamming his 


chest into a tree, but finished the trial in 
a dead heat with George Smith. (The 
two will earn duplicate points for the 
unresolved tie.) 

Sunday saw Bernie and Marland 
continue their duel, with Marland 
hanging onto a slim lead until the 
second trip through Section Ten. The

SCTA had changed all the sections for 
Sunday, making them tougher than 
Saturday’s relatively easy run. New 
Section Ten was a bear: it teased the 
rider with a ticklish steep descent over 
rocks into a sandwash and a tight turn 
over a log, then spit him straight at a 15 
foot climb up a jumble of tilted rock 
slabs. 

The section caught Jeff Koskie twice; 
it got Martin Belair once. Bernie cleaned 
it once, then came across with a one. 
Marland attacked the trap on the second 
round and had a clean ride going up the 
rock face. He was going up -to the left, 
but a bobble near the top put him off 
line too late to correct, carrying him 
outside the section. “It was a dumb five 
to take” he said later, as a single prod 
could have saved it and protected his 
lead. The trial had been decided. It was 
easy cleans for both riders the rest of 


the way. Bernie had taken the Expert 
class with 21 points to Marland’s 25. 


Sunday’s run was shortened to two 
loops instead of three; partly to prevent 
a rebellion by half-frozen scorers, partly 
to beat more snow. Snow-laden clouds 
were already breaking over the high 
ridges like storm surf. 


Maybe the less said about the 
campsite under these conditions, the 
better. The situation there shouldn’t be 
blamed on the club. They were taken in 
by a typically self-serving landholder 
who had the nerve to call a barren field 
on the shore of a shallow salt-marsh a 
“lakefront campsite.” Live and learn, 
because otherwise Big Bear is a pretty 
fair spot for a trials — provided you 
wear your longhandles and re-jet for 
high altitude. e

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Controversy: 


Trials pot boils over

On May 9, the American Trials 
Association (ATA) announced it 
would decline to host the South- 
em California opening round of 


the AMA National Trials Champ- 
ionship, after three rule changes 
the ATA had proposed were re- 
jected by the North American 
Trials Council (NATC). The door is still 
open for an ATA member club, the 
Southern California Trials Association 
(SCTA), to host the June 22 series 
opener, assuming they could get the 
manpower and organization together in 
time. On the plus side, entries are 
trickling in from all over the country, 
indicating a broad base of rider interest 
in this first truly national trials 
championship. 

Two personalities have emerged in 
the rules dispute. One is Bill Brokaw, 
Rocky Mountain Trials Association 
President, and Chairman of the NATC. 
The other is Gary Christian, President of 
ATA, and ATA’s rep on the Council. 
Both men have written “open letters” 
to the media, attempting to explain 
their organizations’ positions. 

Their personalities and the contents 
of their letters are overshadowed 
somewhat by the dynamics of their two 
organizations. ATA is a representative 
council of elected reps from several 
member clubs. NATC is another 
representative council with reps from 
nine member associations nationwide. 
The Council was created with the 
blessing of the AMA to plan and govern 
a National Trials Championship. What 
excited most of the members (Gary 
Christian included) was the fact that 
trials people were being given carte 
blanche to design their own series from 
scratch, There were bound to be strong 
ideas. on the subject, and strong 
differences. Yet. being a 
“mini-Congress” in effect, the NATC 
was to forge a politically workable rules 
package. 

Gary Christian went up to two 
NATC meetings as the Congressman 
from Southern California. He was 
basically pro-AMA and determined to 
see a workable national series emerge, 
yet he was also responsible to his 
“constituents” at home. To make a long 
story short, when he brought back the 
compromise rules package the NATC 
had hammered out, a sizeable part of his 
constituency revolted. 

After a tumultous ATA ‘meeting, 
Christian was given three proposed rule 
changes to bounce off the NATC. This 
he did in an April 25 letter. They were: 


1) Local riders to be allowed to ride 
their home events for national points. 
(They are now barred from doing so.) 


2) Allow non-AMA members to ride 
support class if they are members of the 
host club, 


8) Reduce from best five events to 
best four the number of finishes to be 
counted for the championship. (This to 
reduce the need for privateers to travel 
long distances.) 


The other NATC member 
associations, one by one, rejected the 
ATA proposal which Brokaw 
characterized as a “move to dictate or 
destroy” the series. That brings us to 
the present, Obeying the vote of his 
membership, Gary Christian gave notice 
that the ATA was pulling out. At the 
same time, Christian privately expressed 
hope that SCTA (his old home club

Why the impasse? Taking the ATA 
proposals from the bottom, Number 
Three was no problem. As Brokaw and 
Christian both admitted, that was an 
easy one to compromise. 

On AMA membership, obviously 
both NATC and AMA had to stick to 
their guns to maintain the series as an 
recognized national 
championship. The pressure to lift AMA 
membership requirements for the 
support class came from the grass roots 
ATA riders, who balked at the idea of 
buying a $10 membership on top of a 
$25 entry fee for one trial. The club reps 
pushed this, realizing that without a full 
support class the event couldn’t break 
even financially. 

They left Christian one out: if the 
other two rules could be resolved, ATA 
would apply $10 of the entry fee to 
enroll each non-AMA support class rider 
in the AMA. In other words, if the other 
two changes could have been accepted 
or compromised off, ATA would have 
footed the cost of AMA cards to draw a 
full support class and meet AMA 
requirements. 

That left the local rider issue, and on 
this Southern California really splits 
with the rest of the country. Trials is 
traditionally an amateur sport that 
relies on volunteer manpower. Most 
places, this means a severe shortage of 
people who will forego riding long 
enough to organize a trial, lay it out, 
and score the sections, Often the riders 
score each other on the honor system, 
simply because there are always more 
traps than qualified checkers, 

In Southern California, the worker 
shortage is an irritant, not a major crisis. 
The supply of help comes from the 
sheer numbers of people involved: 
wives, kids, chickies, hangers-on who 
can’t afford a bike but want to help. 
SoCal is a place with not one or two but 
scores of people capable of organizing a 
major trial. Many of them have 
European experience. All this is a 
blessing, but it leaves Californians 
unable to understand the manpower 
difficulties other places have to deal 
with. 

As it appears in, say, Denver or New 
England, ATA riders could bend enough 
to stay out of their home event, even if 
they don’t have to — im fairness to 
riders elsewhere who are needed to 
work their home event and thus can’t 
ride. This is the real crux of the matter. 
The idea that locals have an unfair 
advantage on their home ground is a red 
herring. 

Let’s assume that the other eight 
members of NATC vote and say, “OK, 
Gary Christian, tell your people this is 
the way it’s going to be. Locals can’t 
ride their home event. Now whip your 
troops into line.” ATA is enough of a 
democracy that if Gary or any other 
President tried to dictate this to thè 
riders, the association would splinter. 

Situation stalemate. The AMA 
National Trials Championship will go on 
with or without the SoCal round, ATA 
has not dictated or destroyed it. Neither 
ATA nor NATC has been proven right 
in the rules dispute. 

What has been proven is that a 
two-tier representative democracy like 
the ATA/NATC complex is quite 
sensitive to emotionally-charged shock 
waves. No leader or group of leaders can 


changé- or control” ihis without’ 





destroying the basic fairness of the 
system. 

Aside from the chance of SCTA 
salvaging the SoCal round, the shouting 
is over for 1974, There’s a possibility of 
most of all the NATC reps getting it 
together at one of the championship 
rounds to lay the groundwork for a 
better 1975 series. 

Eventually ATA may have to bend 
on the local rider rule, but the change of 
heart will have to come from the grass 
roots. It will not be dictated. ®

No-fault insurance 
The U.S. Senate has just passed a 
federal NFI Bill that sets standards 
for each of the states to follow. 
Included is a statement that indi- 
vidual states have the option of 
including or excluding motor- 
cycles from the mandatory insur- 
ance provisions. In California, we 
already have been assured that 
motorcycles will be excluded from any 
NFI program enacted by the State 
Legislature. 
Red Rock Canyon 

AB 2645, the bill which makes Red 
Rock Canyon a State Park; prohibiting 
many forms of recreation, has been 
steadily advancing through the Senate. 
Write to your State Senator and ask him 
to vote “no” on AB 2645 when it 
reaches the Senate Floor. Even more 
important, write a letter to Governor 
Reagan asking him to veto AB 2645 if it 
should pass the Senate and reach his 
desk for signature. 
Land grab 

HR 5288 is a Federal Bill authored 
by California Representative Bob 
Mathias to establish the California 
Desert National Conservation Area. A 
fellow Representative, Congressman 
Ketchum (also from California) has 
introduced an amendment to” the 
Mathias bill to turn over two million 
acres of the public lands im the heart of 
the California Desert to the California 
State Department of Parks and 
Recreation. These two million acres are 
known as the Barstow Triangle, 
extending from the Colorado River 
almost to Barstow and including all area 
between the Las Vegas Highway and the 
Needles Highway. From our past 
relations with Mr. Ketchum, when he 
was a California State Assemblyman, we 
know that he personally reads and 
answers all letters from his constituents. 
Write him a letter today and tell him 
that you disagree with his amendment 
to HR 5288, Address your letters to: 
The Honorable William M. Ketchum, 
413 Cannon House Office Building, 
Washington, D.C. 20515. In your own 
words, tell Mr. Ketchum that he has 
been misinformed by the 
preservationists to believe that the 
desert is being ‘ruined’ and that the 
State of California should treat this area 
as a park to prevent further ruination. 
Remind him also, that he has always 
favored the needs of the working man 
and his family, and the best way that he 
can do this is to withdraw his 
amendment that would make the desert 
a State Park. 
Green Stickie Changes 

This past week, M.O.R.E. met with 
Assemblyman Chappie and 
representatives from all of the involved 
State Agencies. Out of that meeting, a 





decision was made to totally amend 
Assembly Bill 3839 to provide the 
following features as of July 1, 1974: 

1) Every motor vehicle is required to 
be registered or identified with the State 
of California, just as the law now states, 
except vehicles that are truly 
competition only operated on 
established race tracks or courses, such 
as dragsters, midgets, speedway bikes, 
formula cars, etc. The owners of these 
vehicles will be issued a permit for a fee 
of $15 every two years that allows them 
to ‘transport these vehicles over the 
highways without a license plate or a 
green stickie. The $15 permit fee will be 
comparable with the Off Highway 
Vehicle Fee, in that it will contain an In 
Lieu Tax thus exempting the owner 
from paying personal property tax on 
such vehicles. Only one vehicle may be 
transported at a time for each such 
permit. If you are transporting two 
speedway bikes, you must have two 
permits in your possession. However, 
the permit will be issued to the person 
rather than the vehicle. This allows the 
owner of more than one such vehicle to 
use the same permit to transport any 
one of the vehicles, at any one time, 
The permit will not allow the operation 
of such vehicles upon public lands. 
Because the permit is not issued to the 
vehicle, the owner is free to switch 
frames, engines, etc. 

2) Vehicles falling under the above 
category will be exempted from the 
noise provisions of the Off Highway 
Vehicle Law. As a result, vehicles being 
transported over the highways will be 
inspected only for a license plate, or a 
green stickic, or a permit held by the 
owner/transporter, There will not be 
inspection for compliance with the 
equipment laws. At least, not while in 
the transport stage. But, once the 
off-highway vehicles are unloaded and 
placed into operation on the public 
lands, all equipment laws are in effect. 
We are quite certain that there will be 
some people who disagree with this 
plan, primarily because they are 
opposed to the identification and 
licensing of off-highway vehicles, in the 
first place. These are the people who are 
uninformed and still unaware that 
off-highway vehicles either had to be 
licensed or they would have been totally 
prohibited. M.O.R.E. feels that this 
latest amendment to Assembly Bill 
3839 will work to everyone’s advantage. 


Assemblyman Chappie has 
introduced AB 3336 which will change 
the law so green stickies are good for a 
two year period beginning on July 1 and 
ending on June 30, two years later. As 
presently written, green stickies expire 
on June 30 of even-numbered years, 
thus denying some registrants a full two 
years, depending upon when they 
purchased the off-highway vehicle. 
Along with this, Mr. Chappie has also 
introduced AB 3337 which will allow 
persons who purchased green stickies in 
1973, to request the DMV to extend the 
expiration date to June 30, 1975, rather 
than June 30, 1974. Of course, this 
latter bill would only apply if AB 3336 
were enacted, 


Off-highway vehicle areas 

State Parks and Recreation has been 
locating areas for off-highway vehicle 
park sites. One of the most promising 
has been Hollister Hills Motorcycle 
Playground in San Benito County. After 
State Parks and Recreation got 
everything set for acquisition from the 
OVH Fund, Senator Grunsky introduced 
SB 1907 which will purchase Hollister 
Hills. from the General Fund, rather 
than the OHV Fund. In exactly the 
same set of circumstances, 
Assemblyman Chappie has introduced 
AB 3005 to acquire the Gold Run OHV 
site from the General Fund. Although 
the Bills have not yet been introduced, 
the same consideration is being given to 
Hungry Valley and El Mirage by other 
legislators from those areas. Believe us, 
this is a real ‘mind-blower’ when you 
consider how close we came to 
extinction in. 1971. The reason that 
these legislators give for this action on 
their part is that the off-highway vehicle 
enthusiasts are being rewarded for their 
acceptance and compliance with the Off 
Highway Vehicle Act, and through that 
acceptance the off-roaders have proven 
for. the most part to be sensible, 
responsible and respectable. Kinda’ 
neat, huh? N “ie ae

Yamaha autolube removal 


I have a 1973 360cc Yamaha MX 
with autolube. Can I take it off? Will it 
affect my jetting?

Bob, Yamaha says in their shop 
manual that you must run oil in your 
gas mixture with the auto-lube for 
racing. I would remove it for racing. 
Yamaha makes a little plate that covers 
the auto-lube hole. Cost for the plate 
and gasket is not more than a couple of 
dollars. 

The removal of the auto-lube won’t 
affect the jetting, but for racing it is too 
lean on the needle jet. Replace the 
needle with a 6f4 needle, to richen up 
the bottom end and mid-range. If you 
don’t you might seize up your engine. 


Zundapp pipe 


Recently I read an article in the Nov. 
‘73 issue of Popular Cycling which dealt 
with reed valves and Zundapp motors. I 
wrote the magazine to ask for tuning 
specs, but they sent nothing in return. 
The tests that they run were with an 
E.C. Birt pipe of unknown dimensions. 
Is it possible to get these specs, or 
equivalent ones, in order to modify my 
Rickman-Zundapp? I now have a 
Mikuni 30mm carb on it and am 
planning to buy a GEM Products reed 
assembly when they are available. Oh! 
Also, are there any good shift kits 
available for the Rickman-Zundapp? 
And who builds plastic tanks for the 
125 Rickman??

Larry, the Zundapp engine is one of 
the most dangerous engines for the 
average person to work on. A Zundapp 
cylinder costs $189.05 dollars. It has a 
chrome bore and should only be worked 
on by an expert in the field of grinding 
chrome. But if you wish to do your 
own, dig out Cycle News West June 27, 
1972. It has all the porting specs you’re 
looking for. 

The D.H. reed valve is better for the 
Zundapp then GEM, I feel. 

As for the E.C. pipe specs as tested in 
Popular Cycling, sorry about that, I 
don’t give out pipe figures. They're a 
trade secret. 

Steve Kolbeth makes a special 
selector rod for the Zundapp that is 
made with, the selector ball between two 








springs. I haven’t tested one to see how 


it works yet, but the idea looks good. 
This selector rod costs $22.69. Precision 
Cycle has his shifter rods in stock. The 
only drawback to Steve's selector rod is 
that the cases have to be split to install 
it, so you better have a Zundapp engine 
manual close by. 

I have my own way of modifying the 
Zundapp gear box, which is like the Six 
Days Zundapps, where you won’t have 
to split the cases. Remove the clutch 
cover and clutch, then pull out the 
selector rod and shiftdrum assembly. 
Send to us and the mod will cost you 16 
bucks.

Bill, you’re right, the MT 250 is a bit 
on the stony side. Raise your exhaust 
2mm (.080), the transfers Imm. (.040) 
and lower the intake Imm. (.040) Now 
comes the problem of the too small 
carb, Shop around and see what you can 
adapt to it. 

I’ve only built one of these bikes and 
that one I made into a reed valve bike, 
but this is the hard way to go. I think 
the best way out is to buy a CR 250 top 
end, You will be ahead money wise with 
a lot less hassel. ' 

We use air driven die grinders and 
they can be bought at most machinest 
supply houses. They will cost you 
anywhere from $60.00 to $150.00 
depending on what kind you get,

in Czech-dominated 


Czech 250 GP |

HOLICE, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, MAY 5 


Young Czech Jaroslav Falta pulled 


out his lead in this 


year’s 250cc 


Motocross World Championship in 
the Czech Grand Prix at Holice. 


Falta, on the gas-damped, reed 
valve factory 250 CZ won the 
second moto, and was leading the 
first for 11 laps before his ignition 
packed up. 

Falta now has a 15 point lead over 
Russian Gunnady Moisseiev (KTM) who 


ran out. of luck on the hard, fast, twisty ` 


Holice course. Moisseiev finished only 
the first moto in sixth place, suffering 
handling problems on the tortuous 
track, and was way out of the running 
in the second leg. 

Reigning World Champion Hakan 
Andersson is now in big trouble if he 
plans to hold onto his crown this year. 

During practice on Saturday, he fell 
off the Yamaha coming down off one of 
the fast jumps — unable to pull back on 
the bars because of his still-swollen 
wrist. While he was still struggling on 
the ground in the blinding dust, Czech 
factory rider Miroslav Halm landed on 
top of him. Andersson was able to walk 
away, but he immediately decided to 
pack up and head back to Belgium to 
seek the services of top motocross 
doctor Jan der Vanduven. 

Also requiring medical aid that day, 
Belgian Sylvain Geboers never made the 
Czech border. He stopped off in 
Dusseldorf, Germany to see a doctor 
because of stomach discomfort. Sylvain 
just wanted some pills to tide him over, 
but the German doctor immediately 
rushed him to the hospital with a severe 
intestinal infection, possibly 
appendicitis. 

After his winning form in Italy, Jim 
Pomeroy took third in the second moto 
— a big improvement on his seventh on 
the first. Jim is still suffering from 
serious damping problems with the 
Bultaco, having to throw away a pair of 
KONIs or Telescos after each race. The 
new swingarm on the works Bul, with 
the damping units moved forward, 
really makes those shocks work. The 
factory is also having Jim test the Italian 
Marzocchi forks which feature a unique 
conical piston controlling the oil 
damping. Jim tried the Marzocchis in 
practice but they are a bit longer than 
the standard Betors. So he used the 
stock Betors he prefers, instead, for the 
GP. 


Top Belgian rider was relative 
unknown Gaston Rahier, long 
considered Number Three rider 
on the 250 Suzuki team. He is 
gassing it consistently this season. 
He and Brad exchange hot tips 

in Belgium. 





Despite his collision with Andersson 
in practice, local boy Halm went on to 
have best overall performance for the 
day, with a fifth, and a second in the 
two heats. The Grand Prix was a benefit 
for the Czechs, all round, urged on 
through blinding dust by about 35,000 
enthusiastic. fans. 

Falta (CZ) appeared to be walking 
away with the first moto until his sparks 
failed at three-quarters distance, but the 
flag was taken up by Jiri Churavy (CZ) 
who won that: moto.over compatriot 
Antonin Baborovski — also, strangely 
enough, on CZ. 

Pomeroy was the top placing 
non-Czech at the Czech 250 GP, ranked 
fourth overall behind Halm, Falta, and 
Churavy, with seventh in the first heat 
and a blistering third in the second. 
Only Falta, ahead in the dust, and 
Halm, on his home track, were able to 
stay ahead of the blue and white 
Bultaco. 

Fastest KTM of the day was that of 
wild Russian, Pavel Rulev, who ran third 
in the first leg. But, by the second leg, 
the Austrian factory’s overall. threat was 
ended. He trailed home ninth. 

Best Japanese factory rider of the 
meeting, Torlief Hansen, finally 
managed to finish a Grand Prix, in 
fourth place on the Kawasaki. But his 
luck didn’t last in the second heat and 
he was back spectating again. K 

Six times 250 World Champion, Joel 
Robert, didn’t like the going at all and 
retired early in both races. In fact, top 
Suzuki rider was flamboyant Belgian, 
Gaston Rahier, with an eighth in each 
moto. 

Just behind him in the first heat was 
stocky Scot Vic Allan, on the “other” 
Bultaco. Allan was virtually last away 
but carved his way through the 
backmarkers and blinding dust up to 
ninth. 

In the second moto, Allan went to 
the other extreme — getting away first 
out of ‘the gate. After a few laps, he 
found his goggles fogged and pulled 
them down, but was unable to see the 
flying Falta get by him outside. 

Miroslav Halm was the next man past 
Allan. Then Jim Pomeroy came up and 
diced for several laps before eventually 
zapping the Scot. Pomeroy maintained 
third to the checkered ahead of Harry 
Everts (Puc), but couldn’t catch the 
Czechs. The 14 GP points tied Jim for 
seventh in the title chase. 


After mechancial troubles in the first ` 


moto, the Puch riders were back in 
action in the second, with Herbert 
Schmitz finishing sixth, closely tailed by 
Montesa’s Raymond Boven. 

This GP was another impressive 
runaway for the European bikes, with 
Gaston Rahier putting the only 
Japanese bike (his Suzuki RH) in the 
top ten: In fact, the next oriental 
machine was the privately-entered 
Yamaha of Englishman -Roger Harvey — 
a stock YZ, now almost an antique in 
the day of monoshocks. o

World Championship Motocross 


Mikkola and DeCoster rattle bars in 
France...while Brad edges into the top 10

GAILLEFONTAINE, FRANCE, MAY 5 
Finland’s incredible Heikki 
Mikkola hurtled the factory 360 
Husqvarna to two more victories 
in the French 500 Motocross 
Grand Prix, giving him the maxi- 
mum 60 points from the two 
rounds of this year’s World 
Championship series, and making 
the swashbuckling Scandinavian the 
most likely early season pick for this 
year’s title. sA 

But he didn’t win easily. Reigning 
Champion Roger DeCoster of Belgium, 
on a works Suzuki fitted with the stock 
TM-400 engine, was breathing down his 
neck to the flag in both motos. 

Also making their impact on world 
class motocross this season, the Russian 
team was high in the running. The 
insane riding of 21 year-old Victor 
Popenko on a factory CZ got him a 
good third place in the second race to 
compliment an eighth in the first. 

But many of the big names were 
struggling- on the horrifically rough 
chalk hillside of Gaillefontaine, in the 
province of Seine Maritime, about 100 
kilometers north of Paris. 

The Maico team had obvious 
handling problems. 

“In 16 years of motocross,” said 
Adolf Weil, “I have never seen such a 
circuit.” Solid boulders and fast, steep 
hills took their toll of the damping 
units, and Weil floundered with a bent 
front fork in the first race. 

The Yamahas didn’t look too 
impressive either, with Jaak van 
Velthoven seeming to have lost the 
super-fast form he showed in pre-season 
international clashes. Ake Jonsson 
confessed he just wasn’t quick enough 
after the long winter layoff on the 
continent: The factory team had a few 
shocks at tech inspection, after van 
Velthoven’s first offering failed to meet 
the minimum 96 kilos (211 Ibs.). After 
a short, frantic interval, he produced 
another bike which passed, but nobody 
quite established which one he 
eventually rode in the GP. 

Officially lightest on the scales was 
the stock production moncshock 
Yamaha of Dutchman Peter Willems, It 
tied on the legal limit with Popenko’s 
immaculate reed-valve, gas-damped CZ. 

Heaviest, rather sadly, were the 
British CCMs of Scot Jimmy Aird and 
Norman Barrow, at 106 kilos. Barrow, 
standing in for Baron John Banks 
(who’s down with chicken pox), was the 
best four-stroke of the day with an 18th 
and a 19th in the two motos. 

Bengt Aberg, after a sensational 
debut in Austria on the Cheney BSA 
toured around with him in the first race, 
but gave up the struggle against 
collapsing suspension, and packed up 
before the second heat began. 

Fastest qualifying time was set by 
DeCoster, with Mikkola four seconds 
behind him followed by fellow 
Husqvarna teammate Arne Kring, and 
Dutch Suzuki pilot Gerrit Wolsink. 

Wolsink, hired by Suzuki this season 
as DeCoster’s back-up man, had a tough 
time of it but managed to earn his wages 
by the end of the day. A big rock 
clouted him square in the nose during 
practice, and he rode with a big bandage 
covering up the swelling. After trying 
out his own bike with the standard rear 
suspension, he borrowed Roger’s spare 
with Marzocchi front forks and 
gas-and-oil rear shocks for the Grand 
Prix, a swap that worked quite well. 
Moto one 

Arne Kring (Hus) grabbed the 
advantage in a ragged jump over the 
gate, and blasted ahead down the long 
bumpy straight, sweeping the broad 
lefthander up to a hilltop hairpin. 

_ But before he'd reached the bottom 
again, Mikko

pull away while his teammate contented 
himself with keeping DeCoster at bay. 
The excitable Swede got a bit too 
carried away though, and dropped it 
after three laps, letting Roger through. 

Then, on the very next lap, another 
gift came to the Belgian. Mikkola stalled 
his engine into one of the tight hairpin 
turns, and fell, bending his brake lever 
virtually flat against the handlebar. 
Though the damage meant his front 
brake was almost useless, he was up and 
in pursuit even before Kring had 
reached him. And so it went, Mikkola 
edging closer every lap, and the triple 
World Champion trying everything he 
knew to keep ahead. 

With 30,000 roaring Frenchmen 
straining at the fences, the two 
screeched side by side for eight laps, 
Mikkola darting inside at every turn, 
with DeCoster closiig the door. It was 
on one of the long spectacular jumps 
over the hill that the Finn literally leapt 
into the lead. 

Though DeCoster harrassed within a 
bike’s length for the remaining six laps, 
eating the gritty dust from — the 
Husqvarna’s rear wheel, he never quite 
got in range for another pass. 

Just as fierce a battle raged for third, 
with Kring threatened by wild Czech 
Otakar Toman (CZ). Toman had carved 
his way brutally through the pack from 
eighth place, barging bigger men aside 
with abandon. He took Kring, just two 
laps from the end, after the 
unsuspecting Swede had settled down to 
a touring pace. 

Undeterred, Kring fought back so 
furiously, he regained third place just a 
few hundred yards from the flag in a 
dash so wild he somersaulted past the 
flag man and took third upside down. 

After terrible starts, the Yamahas 
fought their way up through the pack. 
Van Velthoven came up from 20th to 
fifth after some heavy skirmishes in 
traffic, and Ake Jonsson managed to 
hold onto seventh. 

Victor Popenko Hfad got by all of 
them at mid-race but after an inevitable 
tumble, trailed in eighth. 

French hope, Serge Bacou — who 
became a works Maico-supported rider 
this year after switching from Bultaco — 
was well up early on, but tiredness and 


the pace got the better of him, as they 


did in the second race, too. 





Moto two 

Cursing himself for his ninth in the 
first race, Wolsink promised to do'a bit 
better in the second, and he did, taking 
the lead from the gate. He held it for 
three laps, chased by Bauer, before the 
flying Finn came by both of them. 
Wolsink tired and slipped back. 

DeCoster followed in Mikkola’s 
wake, keeping po «. But the big shock 
was Popenko, He shot into third, not so 
much brushing the straw bales as trying 
to knock i:hem over. Doing everything 
the way it shouldn’t be done, even in 
the movies, Popenko miraculously 
appeared every lap — though each 
desperate, wild tour promised to be the 
last. Defying the laws of gravity and 
chance, he stayed on somehow! 
DeCoster held him off, but the young 
Russian fought back grimly, and the 
two tangled elbow to elbow at every 
turn, 

When they did touch, good and 
solid, Popenko came out worse, with a 
healthy boot from Roger to help him on 
his way. The Russian remounted, 
straightened his bars, and carried on, 
still third, despite a cracked exhaust 
pipe which eventually shattered, losing 
the whole silencer on the last lap. He 
crossed the line with the CZ sounding 
like a diesel truck. 

Meanwhile, up front, the serious 
business of sorting out this year’s 500 
World Champion carried on — like a 
replay of the first race. Like a game of 
cat and mouse, DeCoster roared up to 
the Husqvarna’s exhaust pipe, Mikkola 
parried him off. And though, at times, 
the Suzuki’s front wheel must have 
trimmed the knobby on Mikkola’s rear, 
the dynamic Finn held a bike’s length 
on Roger at the flag. 

Wolsink, though tired, clung to his 
fourth, and then followed a procession 
with Willi Bauer. (Mai) and van 
Velthoven dueling at an almost 
gentlemanly pace. The Yamaha came 
out better at the finish. Adolf Weil 
followed his teammate home for sixth. 

„ Arne Kring, having tired himself out 
with his first race charge, could never 
quite get to grips with the leadeys again. 
He did please himself by winning some 
early battles with Bacou and Belgian 
Jean-Paul Mingels on the factory 360cc 
Bultaco. Ake Jonsson retired miserably 
at half distance with a flat rear tire. But

probably having most to be pleased 
with, despite the terrible state of the 
track, was ever-cheerful Brad Lackey. 
Riding in Europe “just for the 
experience,” and now living temporarily 
in Belgium, Brad brought the factory

“peasant model” production bike, but 
at a very dear price. After laying out 
bigger bucks for purchase, you can look 
forward to much maintenance, 
replacement, and more maintenance. 
Works model production rocketships 
were designed for the professional rider 
who doesn’t mind putting money into 
his bike every. week, as it is a source of 
income. 

We who only race for fun look upon 
these exotic bikes with some envy. We 
would love to own a rocket bike but the 
costs of running such a machine would 
quickly ‘run us into the poorhouse. 
Besides the light weight, all of these 
bikes have fiery powerplants that 
require constant care, Our engines are 
dependable, strong enough, and the 
parts are cheap, so we love them for 
those reasons. 

Unfortunately for the 
weight-conscious, the requirements of 
mass marketing dictate that the 
dependable frame be made quickly and 
of a relatively inexpensive steel. Most 
riders accept the fact that their bike 
frame is made of “water pipe” and ride 
happily ever after. But a few of you out 
here in motoland do care so we seek 
elsewhere for a frame that makes our 
“just average” bike closer to excellent. 

One particular frame builder is 
ProFab. Like most accessory frames, 
theirs is made of SAE 4130 
chrome-moly steel and the welding 
quality and detailing make your stock 
frame look like the first project of a 
high school welding cl The best part 
of this frame, unlike most others, is that 
it will accept ali the stock Yamaha 
MXer parts except the shocks, 








Before going on I'd like to clarify 
that “all.” Because this frame was 
designed from scratch for serious racing 
a few things have been eliminated. 
There is no kickstand or autolube tank 
brackets, nor mounting tabs for the 
stock skidplate. If you really think you 
need any of these items, it will take a 
little time and ingenuity to put them 
on, 

The reason you need new shocks is 
that the mounts have been moved 
forward in the current midshock fashion 
and are designed to use 11.9-inch, 
Husky length dampeners. Slight 
trimming is required to fit the side 
number plates and two new holes need 
to be drilled in the stock air box. 

The vital dimensions are: 55⁄2” to 
56” wheelbase, fork angle 31 degrees, 
and. weight with a stock Yamaha 
250MX (‘73 or ‘74) is approximately 
213 Ibs. dry. The engine appears to be 
farther forward and slightly higher than 
a stock Yamaha. The shocks have been 
moved forward four inches and this 
results in 6” to 6⁄2” of rear wheel travel 
depending on the shocks used. An 
aluminum brake torque arm with an 
improved location helps to minimize the 
hippety-hop when braking downhill. 

Several design features save weight 
and add strength and longevity. The 
swingarm pivot and all four rear engine 
mounting tabs are now tied together in 
a large c-channel section of the ProFab 
frame. This construction makes the 
frame, engine, and swingarm pivot one 
rigid unit. A stocker has separate 
mounting points for the engine and the 
swingarm, where some flexing may 
occur. The swingarm rides on a 
needle-bearing setup compared to the 
plastic bushings on a stocker. The 
tubing used is of -several different 
diameters and wall thicknesses for 
optimum strength with minimum 
weight. A close look at a stocker reveals 
a welder’s nightmare of large tubes 
slipped over smaller ones. 

The much-needed weight reduction 
does wonders for the once homely, yet 
fear-inspiring Yamaha MXer. Now that 
you have shocks that work, the forks 
feel much better, plus removing all that 





excess lard doesn’t hurt! With the 
engine moved forward the front wheel 
washout of the past is gone. 

As you've read in many other places, 
the increased rear wheel travel does 
wonders for your comfort and stability 
in rough sections, for example 
whoop-de-doos. At first it feels kind of 
mushy but you quickly acclimate 
yourself and grab for more throttle and 
a higher gear with new confidence. The 
rear wheel travel is on the conservative 
side, compared to others performing 
this modification, but I think for the 
time being this is an asset, for shock life 
(as far as I can tell) is still close to 
normal. Until a drastic improvement is 
made in: rear dampers, it isn’t wise to go 
for too much travel, unless you own a 
shock absorber factory. With the weight 
reduction, the Yamaha MXer is on par 
with an Elsinore but will require very 
minor porting to catch the swift and 
fragile Y Zs. 

For those heavily into motocross but 
allergic to an expensive and 
parts-hungry mount, this may be the 
way. The Yamaha MXer is one of the 
cheapest racing bikes available, plus 
anyone can swing a good deal on one by 
shopping around. The additional cost of 
the frame and shocks would put your 
skoot on par with a new Husky or CZ, 
for less than a Radial Maico or YZ. 

The price is relatively inexpensive 
compared to other frames, plus you 
don’t need to buy all that extra stuff 
like a new gas tank, seat, still air box, 
side covers, etc. These are the things 
that run the price of accessory frames 
sky high! 

The ProFab Yamaha kit (fits ‘73 & 
‘74 250 to 500 MXers) runs $425. This 
is for a frame, swingarm, brake torque 
arm, al] necessary nuts and bolts, plus 
some helpful instructions for those of us 
with less than normal technical IQ. Add 
$50 to $75 for a set of shock absorbers, 
springs and you end up with a fairly 
trick frame/suspension package. The 
ProFab Yamaha kit is distributed by

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HONDA XL250K1 


The four-stroke that turned 
on 


thinking around thumps

We want to tell 


you about this 


machine. There is a quality about 
Hondas that bespeaks a great en- 
thusiasm for the art of making 


motorcycles. They’re very. good. 
You can maintain them or not and 
they'll function anyway. If you 
lavish the care on them demanded 
by, say, a Triumph, they should last 
forever. 

Honda introduced the XL-250 about 
two years ago. The XL-250 proved that 
a properly designed four-stroke is 
competitive against the ubiquitous 
two-strokes in the on/off-road scene. 
Modified XL-250’s won many 
cross-country races including the Baja 
500. 

Now the first model change for the 
XL-250 has come along, the K1. At first 
glance it’s hard to see any changes 
except for the paint, now a light blue 
instead of the familiar silver of the 
original. The “split personality” XL-250 
Kl is advertised by Honda as an 
on/off-road bike and rightly so. 
Standard trials tires are the limiting 
factor off-road. They just won"t do the 
job in sand or soft terrain. This year 
Honda supplies a 3:00 x 21 front tire 


replacing the old too-narrow 2:75 x 21. 
It helps, but for serious dirt riding use 
the popular 3:50 x 21 Cheng Shin 
knobby and either a 4:00 x 18 or a 4:50 
x 18 knobby on the rear replacing the 
4:00 x 18 trials pattern. The torque of 
the overhead cam four-stroke easily 
pulls the larger tire. A  15-tooth 
countershaft sprocket is standard 
equipment, coupled with a 48-tooth 
rear giving a top speed of 75-80 MPH. 
For enduro riding most XL-250 owners 
have gone to a 14-tooth countershaft 
and a 52-tooth rear sprocket, which give 
a top speed of 70 MPH, while low gear 
can be used for picking your way up 
nasty rocky canyons and down steep 
hills without killing the engine. For 
casual trail riding just a change to the 
14-tooth countershaft sprocket would 
be enough. For mainly street riding the 
stock gearing is fine. A heavy duty chain 
is standard. 

Fenders are flexible but not 
unbreakable. If you hit them just right 
they will split. The front fender does 
not keep mud and water from splashing 


If you buy an XL250K1 for fun, you'll have it. Slidin’ is easy and feels good so you do it.

on your legs or on the engine, and the 
pipe is the culprit, for it bends right 
where the fender should be for 
maximum protection, Even accessory 
fenders won’t fit around the stock pipe. 

This pipe weighs 16 pounds. It’s kind 
of ironic, for the bike comes with 
magnesium engine side covers to. save 
weight, yet carries an exhaust system

that’s heavy enough for an anchor, It is 
very quiet, however. 

Honda introduced D.1.D.alloy rims on 
the XL-250 and they have since become 
a quality standard. Heavy duty spokes 
keep everything together and don’t 
loosen easily. The rims come drilled for 
rim locks (two on the rear, one on the 
front) but the locks are not standard 
equipment. Since the Honda rim locks 
list for over $5 a piece, Joe Rider is 
going to be hit up for a good piece of 
change when he asks for them, They 
should be included.

The old XL-250 had 
provisions for ‘screwing in the pegs, 
which we preferred. If you want to take 
the pegs off the KI it leaves a square 
mounting bracket which could catch 
your leg. Complimenting the pegs is a 
new longer seat complete with a hold 
strap required by California law if you 
want to carry a buddy. The seat is 
extremely comfortable, just right for 
those long enduros. 

Also new on the Kl is ‘the 
speedometer/tach/headlight mounting, 
now the same as the XL-350 which 
moves the instruments up higher and at 
an angle, making it much easier to see 
them. The disadvantage here is making 
the bike a little more top-heavy right 
where it is already cumbersome, right 
over the front wheel. If you ride in the 
dirt, the tach will probably end up in 
that box in the garage with all the other 
unnecessary doodads. 

The dual cable throttle is also street 
oriented. It requires a lot of wrist 
movement and will tire your hands 
quickly in the dirt. Most XL-250s that 
are set up for enduros have a single 
cable, quick-throttle setup, giving much 
better throttle response and the single 
cable is much easier to change. If you 
aren’t totally familiar with the Honda 
throttle, it takes up to an hour to 
change a broken cable. During an

enduro this would get you disqualified. 
The footpegs are the good serrated type 
and are spring loaded. The key location 
stays the same as always, under the tank 
on the right side. The K1 comes with 
turn signals which are spring-mounted 
to snap back if crashed. The taillight is 
mounted much too high. It could be 
dangerous trying to get off the bike ina 


hurry. The electrics can be disconnected. 


quickly though, as Honda has equipped 
the bike with snap-connections. 

Control levers will bend without 
breaking as we found out when one of 
our testers dropped the bike. The best 
lever covers in the industry keep dirt 
and grime out of the cables. 

Arr is inducted under the seat into a 
foam air filter which does a good job of 
"keeping dust out of the engine internals, 
Unwind two bolts and loosen a clamp 
and the filter slides out for servicing. 
The cyle is nearly waterproof, unless it’s 
submerged above the cam-mounted 
ignition points. 

The under seat arrangement is just 
like the XL-350. The tools are not 
strapped on the inner mudguard instead 
of lying in the tray above the battery. 
The tools are adequate for most minor 
work, but we hate those Phillips head 
screws. Since a complete Allen head 
screw setup only costs three or four 
bucks we consider it a good investment. 

The engine is different on the KI. 
Externally it doesn’t look much 
different but it is. Be sure and tell your 
parts man you have the KI or you 
might end up with a wrong fitting part. 
The head now has special. hardened 
valve seats to allow running on low lead 
and no lead gas. The head will not bolt 
up to your old XL-250, according to 
American Honda. Some of the XL-350 
engine components are incorporated, so 
in effect it’s almost a new engine. 

If you are used to a two-stroke, the 
first ride on the XL250 feels strange. It 
really feels like a toad. However, this is 
an illusion due to the four-stroke power 
characteristics ‘and the  super-quiet 
exhaust. It is actually right up there 
powerwise with most two-stroke enduro 











CN testers checked the waterproofing often. 
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bikes and the flat torque curve makes 
the K1 extremely easy to ride. The five 
speed transmission was a pleasure to 
use. The ratios seemed just right for the 
bike, there was never a bog shifting to 
the next higher gear. The clutch was 
typical Honda — grabby. Until you got 
used: to the on/off effect, starts were 
rather snatchy. The clutch unit itself is 
bulletproof. ' 

The XL-250 K1 is an excellent bike 
for around town riding. Good gas 
mileage (40-50 MPG), dependability, 
and the 55 MPH speed limit all combine 
to make it a pure joy to ride. With stock 
gearing the bike is doing 5900 RPM at 
the 55 MPH limit. With a red line of 
8000 RPM, this leaves plenty of reserve 
power. Over 55 the vibration gets to 
your feet after awhile, so it’s best to 
keep it down to legal limits for comfort 
and avoid the wrath of the holsteins. 

In the dirt the bike handles pretty 
good if you keep in mind its limits. 
What a slider! Everyone had a ball 


' TT’ing it. The suspension is pretty good 


up to a point, such as really bad 


whoops. Then the excess weight 
overworks ‘the forks and caution must 
be used or its endo time. The shocks 
have a new design body with built-in 
rubber bumpers to keep the body from 
wearing. Damping is good for a Japanese 
shock, so replacement probably won’t 
be necessary until they wear out. 

The brakes didn’t fade under water, 
so Honda has done a good job here. The 
front brake was a two-finger stopper 
and there were no complaints. The cable 
operated rear brake was just about right 
for a dirt bike, maybe a little soft for a 
street bike, 

The skid plate is a joke — a little 
piece of stamped tin protection. Those 
magnesium engine side covers are very 
vulnerable and easy to crunch, The first 
thing you do if you desert an XL-250 
K1 is install an adequate skid plate. The 
cost is less than just one of those side 
cases, a 

We said there was a quality of 
enthusiasm built into Honda 


motorcycles, witness the 250 XL. The

take it out in the dirt and mess it up. 
But fear not, for it is tougher than you 
are. The machine handles so well that it 
is hard to drop unless you really push it, 
in which case it has a tendency to 
high-side the turns which, if you let it, 
will damage your body far more 
severely than its. This high pendulum 
attribute, a consequence of using the 
overhead cam, four-valve engine, keeps 
the 250 XL out of the real races, but in 
no way disqualifies it for cross-country 
high tailing. 

Underneath the snappy paint and 
satin alloy where the tender pieces live, 
all is harmony. Surfaces of fine steel, 
honed to microscopic tolerances spin in 
a shower of oil like Zen machinery. 
Nobody ever made motorcycles better 
than Hondas. Perhaps nobody ever shall.

MX sanctions 


LONG BEACH, CAL. 

Cycle News has learned of two 
plans to bring the possibility of 
organized interscholastic high 
school motocross before the 
Southern Section Directors of the 
California Interscholastic Federa- 
tion, which sanctions high school 
athletic events in California. The 
first takes the form of meetings between 
representatives of Yamaha 
International, Inc., sponsors of a 
non-sanctioned, non-school affiliated 
high school motocross series currently 
running at Orange County International 
Raceway in Irvine, California. 


The second move, revealed by Dr. 
David Brown, Superintendent of the 
Walnut Valley Unified School District, 
in an exclusive telephone interview with 
Cycle News comes in response to efforts 
by 16 year old Mike Thatcher, a student 
at Walnut High School. 


Thatcher was the mastermind behind 
a three school motocross that was 
planned for May 9 with full financial 
support from Yamaha International and 
Orange County International Raceway. 
After several months of extensive 
research and effort on the part of 
Thatcher and some of his friends, it 
looked like his race would come off as 
the most tightly organized 
planned-to-the-last detail high school 
motocross ever. 








However, when he presented his 
extensive sponsorship and planning 
package to the Walnut Valley Unified 
School District Board, everything 
halted. 


Dr. Brown recommended to the 
Board that it turn down Thatcher’s 
request for school sanction and support 
until several liability questions could be 
thoroughly investigated. But, while 
Thatcher had lost a. battle, he 
unknowingly set the stage for the 
winning of a major battle: sanctioned 
interscholatic motocross, teams and all, 


Stating, “It’s time school districts 
look at forms of other legitimate sports 
activities like motocross” and “We can’t 
assume that the sports activities high 
schools have had for the last ten years 
are the only ones we’ll ever have — there 
are others,” Brown directed Walnut 
High School principal Jack Ingram to 
bring up the possibility of CIF ~MX 
sanction at a meeting of the CIF 
Hacienda League ruling body next 
month, The question to be determined 
is whether the Hacienda League officials 
will communicate with the CIF 
Southern Section about such sanctions. 
If the League is not interested in the 
investigation, the School District will 
communicate directly with the Southern 
Section directors on the subject. 

Feeling the district has an obligation 
to consider sports activities important 
to students who reject the more 
traditional sports now offered in favor 
of exciting motocross activities, Dr. 
Brown stressed that his moves are in an 
effort to make motocross of the 


magnitude planned by Thatcher possible ` 


during the next school year. 


‘Thatcher, meanwhile, said, “This 
isn’t the way we wanted it.” Because of 
the school Board’s denial, his event has 
lost its financial backing from Yamaha 
International. In spite of the new 
financing problems, he went ahead with 
the race as a non-school activity. It was 
run as a bunch of students from the 
three schools racing as groups of 
students who happen: to go to those 
schools, not as school teams with the 
full cheerleader and band support called. 
for in the original plan. e

Mackel Triumphs 
over DeAnza hill

SUNNYMEAD, CAL., MAY 12 

The sky was overcast, the threat 
of rain was very obvious, and the 
air was really cold and damp. On 
top of that, it was Mother’s Day! 
But did that hold back the 
hillclimbers? You bet your helmet 
it didn’t! A field of 100 braved 
the elements and the wrath of 
ignored Mothers to climb the big hill at 
De Anza Cycle Park. They were 
rewarded by an exciting day, and a sun 
that put in a spectacular appearance 
about 10:30 a.m. 

Despite all the moistness in the air 
and ‘the efforts of the DeAnza watering 
crew, the hill was something to behold. 
It was dry, powdery and super slick, 
taking its toll on riders as one after

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another they tried for the crest only to 
fall far short. 


The minibikers, those stalwart 
midgets of the hillclimbers, were first to 
tackle the hill. Considering that none 
ride bikes bigger than about 75ccs, they 
didn’t do too badly. The high mark, set 
by young Chris Bridges on his little 
Honda, was 230 feet. There were a lot 
of the bigger bikes that didn’t do as 
well. 


The 100 class brings out riders who 
are a bit more experienced on bikes a 
bit bigger. These riders fall into the 10 
to 15 year old age range. Top mark here 
went to new-comer Brian Collier (Yam). 
He fought his way up nearly 300 feet, 
coming to a standstill at the 294 mark. 


Youth and age battled it out in the 
125 class. For the last few months, 13 
year-old Mike Powell has led the way. 
Today he fell back to make room for 
the more mature Tom Turner on his 
super hot Honda. 

Brent Coffey, on a Yamaha, managed 
to squeek out an eight foot victory over 
second place Carl Collier in the 175 





class. With a 530 foot hill, this class set 
a high mark of 440 feet. 

Usually one or two of the better 250 
stock bikes will manage to top the hill, 
at least on the second run. But, today 
wasn’t the usual hillclimb. Craig Mock 
managed a win, but his high mark was 
only 514 feet. Gary Peterson, riding two 
different bikes, was a dominating factor 
in this class. He took second place on 
his 250 Honda, came back and secured 
third on his 250 Yamaha. 

The smallest bike to crest the hill 
today, and even then it wasn’t done in 
the first run, was Doug Hall’s highly 
modified 250 Bultaco. Hall was the only 
250 modified to go over the hill, being 
awarded first place brass for his efforts. 

During the first round of 
competition, Mike McDanel, riding a 
stock 360 Yamaha, was the first man 
over the hill. Only about 20 other riders 
could repeat the feat on their first try. 
Most of these were on bikes of 500cc or 
more, 

The second round of competition 
saw a few more riders go over the top. 
Even so, with 100 entries, a surprisingly 
few made the grade. 

The third round of a _hillclimb 
competition is often one of the most 
exciting. This is when the starting line is 
moved higher up on the hill and the 
riders don’t get to start on the easier 
grade. Often there were as many as three 
move-up points, but with the condition 
of the hill today, one was enough! 

With the starting block set at the 220 
foot mark, those riders who had topped 
the hill from the original start prepared 
to go at it again. Smallest bike on the 
line was Hall’s Bultaco. It was valiant, 
but not strong enough to go over, 

The bikes got bigger and bigger, but 
the going didn’t get any easier. Ron 
Saffel, riding a modified 650 Triumph, 
looked like he had the top eliminator 
spot all wired. The mark he set at 518 
feet from the move-up point looked 
good. Then came the last run of the 
day. Everyone else had been eliminated, 
and no one had been over the hill. 

Last man to ride in the Open class, 
and the last one with any chance of 
taking the first place trophy from 
Saffel, was lanky Neal Mackel on his 
750 Triumph. Mac’s bike is highly 
modified, but he had switched back to 
burning gasoline instead of fuel. Was his 
big bike ready to go over the top? No 
one doubted that Mac had the skill, but 
the hill had progressed from bad to 
impossible. It was now a matter of 
could the tall man miss the holes and 
ruts dug by the previous riders, get his 
bike revved to full power, and keep it 
under control? 

Mac pulled away from the line, 
fought to round the dogleg on the hill, 
finally got his feet on the pegs, and 
turned on the power. He hit the ruts, 
bounced wildly, but managed to regain 
control, Finally, jumping up and over 
the bump, he topped the crest of the 
hill. 

One bike topped the hill from the 
move-up point.. One man managed to 
keep going where all others fell back. 
Neal Mackel held on to his title of 
“King of the Hill,” and walked away 
with the top eliminator spot. e

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Checkpoint Number Four, May 29, 1974 


The United States Department of Transportation's 
National Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
recently set a new safety helmet standard, known as 
Standard 218. According to the best sources of 
information on safety helmet design (The Snell 
Memorial Foundation, the Safety Helmet Council of 
America, Bell Helmets, Inc., and others) the new stan- 
dard forces manufacturers to build helmets offering 
riders less chance of survival under actual crash 
conditions than current Snell Memorial Foundation 
approved helmets do. It works like this: 218 requires 
a softer helmet lining material, which is the major 
shock absorption section of a helmet. While this less 
dense liner will mean a rider has less chance of getting 
a headache if he falls off and impacts sand, clay, or 
some other yielding, flat surface, it does not perform 
as well in impacts on curved or sharp surfaces (rocks, 
cars, poles, bikes, etc). If a rider wearing a D.O.T. 
Standard 218 helmet hits a non-flat object (as 
happens in most serious high speed get offs where 
maximum protection is essential), the liner will 
“bottom out” and offer no protection. 

A Snell approved helmet, on the other hand, will 
perhaps be a bit less comfortable when sitting still or 
falling down in sand, but gives a rider a better 
chance of surviving hard impacts. 

For this checkpoint, contact the NHTSA and ask 
them the following questions: ; 

1) What research is the basis for their insistance on 
adherance to the part of the standard requiring use of 
a softer helmet liner as pass/fail criteria. 

2) Who did that research.
